ADMINISTRATION IS CONFIDENT THAT SPAIN WILL YIELD. 


Secretary Day Does not Expect Final Developments This Week—Does Ex- 
pect That Peace Will Be Restored in a Few Days—Demands of This 
Country not Modified in Any Essential Point—French Ambassador 
Has Undoubtedly Informed the Sagasta Government Just What it May 
Expect—Preparations for Porto Rican Expeditions Going on Sieadily— 
Watson Will Have His European Trip Anyway—Rooseveit Rubs Up 
Against Alger—The Army to Be Withdrawn from Santiago—Will Be 
Home by the End of the Month— No News from Miles is Good News. 


3 [BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—[Exclusive Dispatch] 
Tonight finds the peace situation clear as to the main 
point and muddled as tothe details. The statement made 
in these dispatches to The Times last night that Spain 
has conditionally accepted President McKinley’s terms of 
peace stands. That statement has been fully verified by 
the events of today, and with that main fact disposed of 
this government is willing to grant Spain a little more 
time in which to make her final official answer, which must 


become known to the world as soon as made, and which 
may cause trouble for the Madrid government at home if 
not broken as gently aS possible to the people. 

President McKinley feels assured that the Spaniards 
are acting in good faith, and is disposed to deal gently 
with them in unimportant matters. There now remains 
to be settled only a few minor details, and then the whole 
matter will again be in the hands of the Spaniards, 

Ambassador Cambon has not received information 
about all the matters upon which he asked light from 
Madrid, and it may be late tomorrow before he does re- 
ceive this information. “He has, however, received the 
decision of this government upon all important matters 
upon which differences exist, and these decisions, which 
were made by President McKinley and Judge Day last 
night, have been forwarded to Madrid. So the Spanish 
Cabinet has sufficient information upon which to continue 
its work. People must not expect, however, that these 
preliminary negotiations will be concluded within a day or 
two and the war ended. 

Signs are increasing that it may be many days before 
the armistice is declared. Nothing will be gained by this 
country by ceasing hostilities at the present, seeing that 
our army may be withdrawn from Cubaat once on account 
of disease. Porto Rico is running up the American flag on 
her own account and hugging our soldiers, and the people 
feared in the Philippines are not the Spaniards, but the 
insurgents. 

Secretary of State Day, who heretofore has seriously 
doubted the sincerity of the Spaniards in suing for peace, 
today said to the Times correspondent that he now feels 
confident that Madrid is acting in -good faith and that 
peace will be restored in a few days. Asked if he ex- 
pected final developments this week he said: ‘‘Hardly so 
soon as that.” 


Administration Confident. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—There was an expectation 
at the State Department that perhaps, toward the close 
of the afternoon, some word might be received from Spain 
through the French Ambassador in reply to the Presi- 
dent’s deliverance yesterday upon the subject of peace 
conditions. This expectation was based upon the fact that 
the terms themselves had not been modified in any essen- 
tial point; that there was little occasion for prolonged 
discussion by the Spanish Cabinet, which was presumed 
to have thoroughly considered this matter before render- 
ing the first reply. However it was perceived from the 
news dispatches that the Madrid Cabinet meeting had 
been concluded, so it was then presumed that nothing 
definite could be expected before tomorrow noon at the 
earliest. 

There is a confident belief among the administration 
officials that the Spanish government will accept the terms 
laid down by the President, and the delay of a day or two 


jin recognizing the inevitable is to be accounted for by 


reasons—of Spanish internal 
which would not countenance an un- 
resisting submission without at least 
a display of a purpose to improve the 
terms, This, however, cannot be accowm- 
plished, and the French Ambassador, 
who is wel laware of that fact, unques- 
tionably has so informed the Spanish 
government, though that government 
has preserved its*record in good form 
to meet criticism of its .political 
ponents by submitting the counter- 
proposition presented yesterday by M. 
Cambon to the President. 

Meanwhile, preparation for the Wade 
expedition go on steadily, a number of 
general officers being today ordered to 
attach themesives thereto, among them 
being Gen. Randall, who was assigned 
only yesterday to command the new 
military camp at Montauk Point. 

Navy Department officials also insist 
that no change has been made in the 
orders to Watson's squadron. Indeed, 
there seems to be now evident a pur- 
pose to dispatch this fine squadron to 
KMuropean waters, regardless of the ter- 
mination of the war, the idea being 
that the splendid display which will be 
made by the American ships will have 
a beneficial effect in inspiring respect 
for our naval strength. 

‘Col, Theodore Roosevelt of the Rough 
Riders, has succeeded in hurrying the 
movements of the War Department 
in fetching Shafter’s army away from 
Santiago, thoug'n in his disregard of 
the conventionalities 
upon his head rather a sharp rebuke 
from the Secretary of War, who evi- 
dently regards the course pursued by 
Col. Roosevelt as being caleulated to 
injure discipline, though inspired by 
the most worthy motives. It is 
only fair to State that the War De- 
parment for some time has been intent 
upon removing these troops, and it fs 
now more than a week ago that Cen. 
Shafter was instructed by a_ special 
cablegram to cheer up the soldiers by 
publicly informing them of the deter- 
mination. It was rat‘ser a question of 
ways and means than a lack of inten- 
tion to redeem this promise that caused 
delay. 

As far as the question of removing 
the troops back in the mountains was 
eoncerned (the question which seems to 
have precipitated the ‘indignation meet- 
i1g among the American commanders at 
Santiago,) it is learne] that the medical 
Aepartment herg made no such recothe 
mendation. All that it had say “bn 
the subiect was that if the troops must 
remain near Santiago, an effort should 
be made to remove them at onee to 
some healthier camping rround. 

Surgeon-General Sternberg agrees 
thoroughly with the cpinicn expressed 
by the signers of the “round robin” 
at Santiago, that men who have suf- 
fered from the severe malarial fevers 
of tae South Cuban coast, so far from 
being immune against attacks of yel- 
low fever, as has asserted in 
some quarters, are actually in very 
much greater danger than those 
have escaped the malaria. 

Malarial fever, it is stated, is no 
more a protection against a subsequent 
attack of yollow fever than would be 
a case of measles against small-pox, 
while the fearful debility resulting 
from the malaria] fever should cer- 
tainly tend to make the victim an 
especial mark for yellow jack. The

joined to them, we could land at Porto 
Rico in this cavalry division, close to 
4000 men, who would be worth easily 
any 10,000 National Guards armed with 
black-powder Springfield or other 
archaic weapons.

WHITE HOUSE CONFERENCE, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Aue. 4.—A long con- 
ference between the President, Secre- 
tary Day and Secretary Long was held 
this forenoon. Secretary Day, when 
he joined the President after the lat- 
ter had been confering with the Secre- 
tary of the Navy for three-quarters 
of an hour, looked worn and fatigued 
as a consequence of a night conference 
with the French Ambassador. They 
were together going over the peace 
propositions, and it was 1 o'clock this 
morning before the conference ended. 

Secretary Day, it may be said, has 
full confidence that there will be little 
serious delay and bickering over the 
closing of the details of peace. A fort- 
night ago he was disposed to fear 
Spanish procrastination and haggling 
over details. Today he expressed the 
opinion personally, that he believed 
there was no longer danger on that 
score, and said that the policy seemed 
to have been abandoned under stress 
of circumstances. This expression goes 
to confirm other indications that peace 
is near at hand. Those who have gone 
over the ground and conferred with 
the officials express belief that the 
outcome of peace is very nearly at- 
tained. 

One public man who talked with the 
President and others today, predicted 
that a preliminary agreement which 
would practically settle the war would 
be effected within a week. Senators 
and Representatives are becoming 
more numerous, many of them return- 
ing here from their homes on various 
political missions. 

After the conference at the White 
House with Secretaries Day and Long, 
the President had a conference with 
Secretary Alger, Secretary Long and 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Al- 
len, at which action was taken for 
the prompt transportation of Shafter’s 
army from Cuba to Montauk Point, 
L. Il. The conference occupied a couple 
of hours, and there was an informal 
general presentation of the needs of 
prompt action and of the means at 
hand to effect it. It was finally con- 
cluded that there were sufficient ves- 
sels off the coast there now for the 
purpose. When the meeting ended it 
was officially stated that the number 
of vessels now there was adequate for 
the removal of the army. The dispatch 
of the troops home accordingly will 
begin at once. Another point taken up 
during the day was a thorough consid- 
eration of the expense rolls of the war 
end a discussion of where retrenchment 
could be immediately made, Steps for 
the disbandonment of the auxiliary 
navy already have begun, and other 
actions deemed in the interests of 
economy will follow. 


TEDDY’S EPISTLE. 


Fearful Condition of Health of 


Troops at Santiago. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, August 3, 
5:30 p.m., (Delayed in transmission.)— 
Summoned by Maj.-Gen. Shafter a 
meeting was held here this morning at 
headquarters and in the presence of 
every commanding and medical officer 
of the Fifth Army Corps, Gen. Shaf- 
ter read a cable message from Secre- 
tary Alger ordering him at the recom- 
mendation of Surgeon-General Stern- 
berg. to move the army into the inter- 
ior. to San Luis, where it is healthier. 
As a result of the -conferenee, Gen. 
Shafter will insist upon the immediate 
withdrawal of the army north within 
two weeks. 

As an explanation of the situation, 
the following letter from Col, Theodore 
Roosevelt. commanding the First Vol- 
uiteer Cavalry to Gen. Shafter, was 
handed by the latter to the correspond- 
en here of the Associated Press for 
publication: 

**Mai.-Gen. Shafter: Sir: In 
a meeting of the general and medical 
officers. called by you at the palace 
this morning, we are all, as you Know, 
unanimous in the view of what should 
be done with the army. To keep us 
here. in the opinion of every officer 
comanding a divisior or a brigade, 
will simply involve the destruction of 
thousands. There is no possible reason 
for not shipping the entire command 
north at once. Yellow fever cases are 
very few in vhe cavalry division, where 
I command one of the two brigades, 
and not one true case of yellow fever 
has occurred in this division, except

‘soon as the 


at Siboney, where they have, I believe, 
contracted it. But in this division 
there have been 1500 cases of malarial 
fever. Not a man has died from it, 
but the avhole command is‘so weakened 
and shattered as to be ripe for dying 
like rotten sheep when a real yellow 
fever epidemic instead of a fake epi- 
demic like the present, strikes us, and 
it is bound to if we stay here at the 
height of the sickness season, August 
and the beginning of September. 
“Quarantine against malarial fever 
is much like quarantine against the 
toothacne. <All of us are certain, as 
authorities at Washing- 
ton fully appreciate the condiion of the 
army to be sent home. If we are kept 
here. it will in all human possibility 
mean an appalling disaster, for the 
surgeons here estimate that over half 
the army. if kept here,gwill die. It 
is not tonly terrible from the stand- 
point of the individual lives lost, but 
it means ruin from the standpoint of the 
military efficiency of the flower of the 
American army, for the great bulk of 
the regulars are here with you. The 
sick list, large though it is, exceeding 
4000, affords but a faint index of the 
debilitation of the army. Not 10 per 
cent. are fit for active service work. 
Six aveeks on the North Maine coast, 
for instance, or elsewhere, where the 
vellow fever germ cannot possibly 
propagate, would make us all fit as 
fighting cocks, able as we are eager to 
take a leading part in the great cam- 
paign against Havana in the fall, even 
if we are not allowed to try Porto 
Rico. 
“We can be moved north, if moved at 
once, with absolute safety to the coun- 
try, although, of course, it would have 
been infinitely better if we had moved 
north or to Porto Rico two weeks ago. 
If there was any object in keeping us 
here we would face fever with as much 
indifference as we faced bullets, but 
there is no object in it. The four im- 
mune regiments ordered here are suf- 
ficient to garrison the city and sur- 
rounding towns, and there is absolutely 
nothing for us to do here, and there has 
not been since the city surrendered. It 
is impossible to move into the interior. 
Every shifting of camp doubles the 
sick rate in our present weakened con- 
dition, and anyhow the interior is 
rather worse than the coast, as I have 
found by actual reconnoisance. Our 
present camps are as healthy as any 
camps at this end of the island can be. 
“I write only because I cannot see 
our men, who have fought so bravely 
and who have endured extreme hard- 
ships and danger uncomplainingly, go 
to destruction without striving so far as 
lies in me, to avert a doom as fearful 
as it is unnecessary and undeserved.

“Colonel-Commanding First Brigade.” * 


After Col. Roosevelt had taken the 
initiative, all the American general of- 
ficers united in a round robin address 
to Gen. Shafter. It reads: 

“We, the undersigned officers com- 
manding the various. brigades, di- 
visions, etc., of the Army of Occupation 
in Cuba, are of the unanimous opinion 
that this army should be at once taken 
out of the Island of Cuba and sent to 
some point on the northern seacoast of 
the United States, that it can be out of 
danger to the people of the United 
States; that yellow fever in the army 
at present is not epidemic; that there 
are only a few sporadic cases, but that 
the army is disabled by malarial fever 
to the extent that its efficiency is de- 
stroyed and that it is in a condition to 
be practically destroyed by an epidemic 
of yellow fever, which is sure to come 
in near future. 

“We know from the reports o - 
petent officers and 
servations that the army is unable to 
move into the interior, and that there 
are no facilities for such move, if at- 
tempted, and that it could not be at- 
tempted until too late. Moreover, the 
best medical authorities of the island 
say that with our present equipment 
we could not live in the interior during 
the rainy season, with losses from 
malarial fever, which is almost as 
deadly as yellow fever. 

“This army must moye at. once, or 
perish, As the army can be safely 
moved, the persons’ responsible for 
preventing such a move will be respon- 


sible for the unnecessary loss of many | 


thousand lives. Our opinions are the 
result of careful personal observation 
and they are also based on the unani- 
mous opinion of our medical officers 
with the army. We understand the 
situation absolutely.

To a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, Gen. Ames said: “If I had the 
power, I would put the men on the 
transports at once and ship them 
North without further orders. I am 
confident such action would ulti- 
mately be approved. A full list of 
the sick would mean a copy of the 
roster of every company here. 


HAD ANTICIPATED. 


War Department Made Its Plans 
Without Advice. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT RETORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Upon being 
informed of the formal request made 
by the commanding generals of the 
American army at Santiago to have 
their men removed immediately to the 
{'nited States, the War Department of- 
ficials stated that this request had been 
anticipated and that the department 
had been directing the best part of its 
energies to the return of these troops. 
It has therefore provided for their re- 
ception an ideal camp at Montauk 
Point, L. I-, and orders were sent for- 
ward yesterday to begin the homeward 
movement by embarking at Santiago 
five cavairy regiments of Shafter’s 
forces, including Roosevelt's Rough 
Riders. 

It is the intention of the department, 
and Gen. Shafter was instructed to so 
inform the troops publicly, to conduct 
this movement as rapidly as the re- 
sources of the government will permit, 
having a regard for the safety of the 
men themselves. It was not deemed 
possible nor desirable to bring them all 


here at one time, not only from

“A tremendous sensation has occurred 
in the Sixth Massachusetts Regiment, 
which is in Gen. Garretson’s brigade. 
The friction between the line officers 
and the officers of the brigade, which 
has been growing ever since the com- 
mand left Cuba, reached its climax 
Monday, when Col. Woodward, Lieut.- 
Col. Chuftin, Maj.Taylor, Chaplain 
Doussesault and Capt. Goodell of Co. 
K, resigned their commissions. The 
exact reasons which prompted them to 
take this action is not at present 
Known. The cause must have been 
serious indeed. 

“The resignations leave Maj Charles

But in general hospitals or in 
permenent camps where facilities exist 
for taking care of them, they may ren- 
der valuable assitance, and I approve 
of the employment of properly-trained 
female nurses under circum- 
stances,”’

Dispatches Condensed. 


A Cleveland dispatch says Judge E. O. Phil- 
lips of Medina was nominated for Congress 
yesterday by the Twentieth District Repub- 
lican Convention. 

A Pittsburgh dispatch says that at a con- 
ference of manufacturers and workersof the 
Paste Mould Branch of the Fitnt Glass Trade 
yesterday, the scale of ldst year was adopted 
temporarily. 

Samuel L. Black, Mayor of Columbus, O., 
was elected president of the League of Amer- 
ican Municipalities at Detroit, B. F. Wilkin- 
son secretary and Mayor Taggart of Indian- 
apolis treasurer. 

The preliminary meeting of the general pas- 
senger agents of lines west of the Missouri 
River for the purpose of organizing a trans- 
mississippi passenger association is in session 
at Omaha. Nothing has been done yet beyond 
a discussion of the plans. 

A Saratoga (N. Y.) dispatch says over two 
thousand delegates are attending the tenth 
annual convention of the Young People’s 
Christian Union of the United Presbyterian 
Church ef North America. The principal ad- 
dress was made by Dr. H. L. Hastings of Bos- 
ton on *‘Humanity’s Headlight.’’ 

The telegraph operator at Till Cove, the 
most northern point of Newfoundland, wires 
that a report has reached there of the loss of 
a large transatlantic steamer in the vicinity 
of Belle Isle with all hands. The operator 
says it seems likely there is truth in this re- 
port, because the Labrador steamer Virginia 
Lake has been delayed two days, which might 
be accounted for by her being at the scene of 
the wreck. The steamer referred to may be 
the British steamer Ipsden, bound from Que- 
bee for Plymouth, which was reported ashore 
on Bellamour Point, Straits of Belle Isle. A 
report received states that the cargo is being 
saved. 

A dispatch from South Norwalk, Ct., says 
west-bound passenger train No. 59, Jeaving 
New Haven at 3 p.m., and due in the former 
city at 4:07, collided head on with a switch- 
ing freight train from the Danbury division 
on the Washington-street bridge. One man, 
Isaac Davis, a brakeman, was killed, the en- 
gineers and firemen on both trains were more 
or less injured, while the passengers suffered 
a severe jolting. The wildest rumors pre- 
vailed, and it was reported that the loss of 
life was appalling. The physicians of the city 
were speedily summoned, but their services 
were not greatly needed. The two locomo- 
tives are wrecked and several cars are de- 
railed. The cause of the accident has not 
been determined. 


Night Dispatches Condensed, 


Emperor William, while visiting a picture 
exhibition yesterday to inspect these intended 
for the Germany embassy in Rome, expressed 
an intention to go to Rome next year to in- 
augurate the hanging of the canvasses. 

The Northern California Teachers’ Associa- 
tion having completed its work at Dunsmuir, 
adjourned to meet at Chico the first week in 
December.

The cable announces the arrival of the 
Hamburg-American line steamship Fuerst 
Bismarck at Cherbourg at 6 o'clock yesterday 
worning from New York, indicating that she 
has beaten her previous eastward record to 
Cherbourg of 6 days 13 hours and 50 minutes, 
made a month ago, by about an hour. 

A Philadelphia dispatch says the National 
Reliaf Commission will forward by the yacht 
May about fifty tons of supplies. These con- 
sist of drugs, rubber ice caps, rubber bath- 
tubs, hypodermic syringes and other articles 
for the use of the sick and wounded, which 
will be turned over to the government for 
hospital use at Puerto Rico and vicinity. The 
May will sail Saturday. 

The London Daily News publishes. this 
morning an interview with Gen. Charles Gros- 
venor, member of the House of Representa- 
who is now in London, in 
the ‘course of which it says Gen. Grosvenor 
is reported as having said: ‘I do not believe 
that the United States is prepared to enter 
upon a permanent alliance with any European 
power. Neither would America accept any 
European dictator. We have grown ‘that big’ 
already.”’ 

Three men lost their lives on railroad cross- 
ings today, two of them on the New England 
road crossings in South Boston.

ESCAPED THE FLOOD, 


FEATURE OF THE TRAIN WRECK 
NEAR WINSLOW. 


Had it Occurred Two Weeks Earlier 
, many Passengers Would Have 
Been Drowned. 


INJURED IMPROVING RAPIDLY. 


GREAT ATTENTION EXERCISED -TO 
THE UNFORTUNATBEBS. 


Notorious Outlaw Captured in Black 
River Country—His Companion 
Dead—Drowned Man is 
Identified, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug. 4.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] I. N. Stickler, 
who sustained severe injuries in the 
wreck at St. Joseph on the Santa Fé 
Pacific, west of Winslow, August £2, 
is still in Winslow at the Harvey 
House. He is recovering rapidly, and 
will no doubt leave for Los Angeles 
in a day or so, where he has a daugh- 
ter living. Mr. Stickler is a Grand 
Army man. 

A. F. Judson of Colton, Cal., is also 
still here. He received a dangerous 
wound in the head, and he is still 
very weak but is in no danger, and is 
recovering slowly. 

Mrs. Eva L. Kennedy, another of the 
injured, will be able to leave for home 
tomorrow. 

George H. Fairbrother of Los Angeles 
is still unable to be moved, though his 
wounds are healing daily. 

The rest of the injured have all re- 
covered and gone their ways. »- 

Had the accident occurred two weeks 


earlier, hardly a person would have 


escaped alive, as the Little Colorado 
then was a raging torrent. Fortun- 
ately, the water was only knee deep 
at the time of the wreck. Everyone 
was drenched to the skin, however, 
and many of them lost most of their 
effects. The company has fairly ex- 
celled itself in bestowing attention 
upon the unfortunate passengers, and 
has done everything possible for their 
relief. 

No one is to blame for the accident. 
It is thought the rail that caused the 
wreck was broken by a freight train 
that passed over the track just ahead 
of the passenger train. 


TWO DESPERATE DESPERADOS, 


Wells-Fargo Detectiv es Capture One 
and Kill Another. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Aug. 4.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Meager particulars 
have arrived here from Geronimo, 
Ariz., of the capture of the notorious 
outlaw, “Bronco Bill,” and the death 
of his companion, “Johnson.” The ar- 
rest was made in the mountains of the 
Black River country in Graham 


‘county last Saturday. after a- des- 


perate fight, in which both par- 
ties exchanged many shots. Johnson 
was so badly wounded that he died in 
a short while, and was buried on the 
spot. “Bronco Bill” was less seriously 
injured, and it is thought he will re- 
cover. He is now en route, in custody, 
to the scene of his crimes in New Mex- 
ico. 

The arresting officers are J. D. Milton 
and George Scarborough, two Wells- 
Fargo detectives, and United States 
Deputy Marshals. They will be hand- 
somely rewarded for their exertions, as 
large rewards have been offered for 
the capture, dead or alive, of the des- 
peradoes. ‘Bronco Bill's” most serious 
offense is the killing of a sheriff and 
two deputies in New Mexico imme- 
diately folowing the hold-up of a 
train at Belen. 


A PROSPECTING TOUR. 
Interesting Trip of Two Men in 
Siberia and Alaska. 

[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

ST. MICHAELS (Alaska,) July 21, via 
iVctoria, B. C., Aug. 4.—F. W. Beas- 
ley, ex-County Assessor of Miles coun- 
ty, Mont., and Louis 8. Pitchet of San 
Francisco have just returned from a 
prospecting tour along the Siberian and 
Alaska Coast in the vicinity of Behring 
Straits, embracing a period of nearly 
fourteen months. They traversed over 
three hundred miles of shore line in 
the vicinity of East Cape, Siberia, and 
penetrated into the interior 200 miles. 

They were within 100 miles of the 
convict-mine settlement, where they 
met a Russian commissioner, who 
warned them to leave the country, un- 
der the penalty of imprisonment. The 
officer told them the laws strictly pro- 
hibited prospecting on Russian soil. 
Six men, four Englishmen and two 
American, who persisted in violating 
the law in 1896, were arrested and sen- 
tenced to a term of imprisonment in 
the Siberian mines. Beasley made dili- 
gent inquiry, but was unable to obtain 
any information as to the identity of 
the imprisoned men or the particulars 
of their trial. 

The commissioner, in explaining the 
manner of working the Siberian mines, 
said that shafts, sixty or seventy feet 
in depth, were sunk to bed rock and the 
pay streak was followed by drifting. 
Instead of burning the frozen ground, 
as in the Klondike, the ground is 
loosened with powder and pick. One 
shaft has followed the pay streak down 
the bed of an old river to a depth of 
700 feet below the surface. Most of 
the claims, he added, paid from 18 to 
20 roubles to the man. Between 7000 
and 8000 convicts are employed in the 
mines. After prospecting all summer, 
finding splendid surface prospects, 
Beasley and his companion returned to 
East Cape. The country is wild and 
rugged, and devoid of timber, oil being 
used exclusively for fuel. 

The prospectors crossed the straits 
to Kotzebue Sound and Golovin dis- 
tricts. In the former place they met a 
well-equipped party of fifty-five men 
of the whaling fleet, which was win- 
tering at Point Barrow. They had 
thoroughly prospected the Nootek and 
Kootok rivers, as well as other streams 
emptying into Kotzebue Sound. They 
found nothing gut flour gold, and noth- 
ing worth staking. 

Beasley met several old Montana 
prospectors with whom he was per- 
sonally acquainted, who told him that 
after having prospected the creeks 
pretty thoroughly, they were convinced 
that gold in paying quantities did not 
exist, and were returning to the States. 
Beasley’s pafty then proceeded to the 
Golovin district and visited the scenes 
of all the reported diggings. but did 
not find any claims producing more 
than 1 cent to the pan. On Ophir 
Creek they prospected twenty-six 
claims, including Discovery claim. Not 
a panful of gravel was found with more 
than a few colors. This last informa- 
tion is verified by numerous other dis- 
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gusted prospectors who are returning 
to the States. 

Beasley concluded by making the em- 
phatic declaration repeatedly that 
there hand hot been an ounce of gold 
mined out of Norton or Kotzebue 
Sound, either last season or this sea- 
son. 


RAID ON SEALS. 


Canadian Vessels to Skin the Rook- 
erlies Next Month. 
fA. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

UNALASKA, July 25, via Victoria, 
Aug. 4.—Well-founded reports are in 
circulation that a concerted attempt 
will be made next month by a fleet 
of Canadian sealers to raid the rook- 
eries on the.islands of St. Paul and St. 
George. There is but one government 
vessel, the gunboat Wheeling, to guard 
Bering Sea against pelagic scalers,, and 
the department has ordered her to 
visit the various fish canneries along 
the Alaska coast and see that the fish- 
ing laws are not violated. Around Un- 
alaska and Dutch Harbor, where the 
larger portion of the sealing fleet ren- 
dezvous before the season opens, are 
over a score of vessels, and it seems 
to be an open secret that in the event 
of the animals being scare in the pres- 
ent zone allowed for sealing purposes, 
the captains contemplate raiding the 
rookeries. The absence of revenue cut- 
ters, they declare, seems to imply a 
tacit invitation to invade the sea and 
kill seals wherever they may be found. 

Both St. Paul and St. George Islands 
have a few government officers, lessés, 
employés, and a couple of hundred na- 
tives. But this force is inadequate to 
frustrate a well-planned raid. The offi- 
cers expect he laws will be flagrantly 
Wolated, unless revenue cutters are 
sent up to render patrol service. The 
plan of branding female seals, govern- 
ment officials. say, is proving a suc- 
cess. Those that were branded last year 
and emigrated south during the winter 
are returning to the breeding grounds. 
The work of branding will be con- 
tinued this year. 


STATE BOARD’S WORK. 


Valuations Many Millions Short This 
Year. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SACRAMENTO, Aug. 4.—The State 
Board of Equalization wil be at work 
during the remainder of the week com- 
paring Assessors’ figures of this year 
with those of last. So far it is found 
that there has been a general falling 
off of values, except in the mountain 
counties, these latter having, as a rule, 
slightly increased their rolls. This’is 
accounted for by the fact that in the 
mountain counties there has been a 
considerable development of mines, 
while in the valley counties there has 
been a shrinkage in values due to the 
protracted drought, which caused a 
shortage of crops. 


The indications are that the roll this 


year will fall many millions of dollars 
below that of last year. This is esti- 
mated on the basis of the Assessor’s 
reports, nearly all of which have been 
received. 

Of the Auditor’s reports but a few 
have as yet come to hand, and it is 
not likely that the board will be able to 
determine before the middle of next 
week what counties, if any, it will cite 
to show cause why their rolls should 
not be raised. 


THOSE OVERPAID TAXES. 


Two San Francisco Law Firms 
Strike a Gold Mine, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, August 4.— 
Two prominent law firms of this city 
have submitted a proposition to the 
supervisors ‘tof different counties of 
the State that has aroused a great deal 
of interest and curiosity. They offer to 
bear all the expenses of a lawsuit 
against the State for the recovery of 
money upon a contingent fee of 50 per 
cent. of all recovered. The attorneys 
say that they have discovered that di- 
ferent counties in the State have paid 
more taxes and revenues into the State 
treasury than was required by law, 
but just how such an unusual mistake 
became so general they decline to ex- 
plain. 

When approached on the matter, the 
attorneys say: “We have discovered 
that certain over-payments have been 
made by counties, and, of course, they 
are entitled to recover the amounts so 
overpaid. We cannot explain at the 
present time how or where the mistake 
was made, for we would then lose the 
benefit of the information we have 
gained.”

CENTRAL AMERICAN UNION. 


Confederation of Central American 
States Heartily Indorscd, 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


MANAGUA (Nicaragua,) July 16.— 
{Correspondence of the Associated 


Press.] The convention of deputies 
from Salvador, Honduras and Nica- 
ragua is still being held daily. The 
committee appointed to report on ar- 
ticles for the constitution of the State 
submitted to it by the Diet of *the 
Greater Republic, under whose call it 
met, has reported many modifications. 
It also has suggested a centralization 
of the States in question, having a 
federal district composed of part of the 
civil departments of Chinandanga, bor- 
dering on the Pacific Coast and the 
Gulf of Fonseca, in Nicaragua; of Am- 
apala, bordering on the Gulf of Fon- 
seca, in Honduras, and of Limon, bor- 
dering on the Pacific and the Gulf of 
Fonseca, in Salvador, with Amapala, 
which is situated on the island of Tigre, 
in the Gulf of Fonseca, as the capital 


city. The convention, however, voted 


down by a large majority the central- 
izing idea, and favored a confederation 
of the three States under the name of 
“United States of Central America.” 
Evidences of a serious division de- 
veloped when the delegates reached 
the decision of the question as to 
whether there should be an executive 
consisting of a tribunal of three per- 
sons or only one person. The Nicara- 
guans in the convention are all in 
favor of President Zelaya of Nicaragua 
being the first executive of the pro- 
posed confederation, and having full 
control of such arms, ammunition and 
other war material and the soldiers of 
Salvador, Honduras and Nicaragua. 
The newspapers of the other States, 
however, protest against the selection 
of President Zelaya as the head of the 
confederation, and they are full of 
bitter articles, charging him with seri- 
ous mismanagement due to dictatorial 
rule and the changing of the condition 
of Nicaragua from peace and pros- 
perity to bankruptcy. The papers also 
accuse President Zelaya of inhuman 
acts against thousands of native Nica- 
haguans of wealth and intelligence who 
have opposed his administration. The 
President's friends are about to issue 
a circular in defense of his govern- 
ment of Nicaragua, and thus, by noti- 
cing the charges against him and en- 
deavoring to combat them, are deepen- 
ing the bitter antagonism displayed to- 


‘ward him, and this will probably re- 


sult in the disrupting of the conven- 
tion without formulating a constitu- 
tion. 

The adverse feeling ieee by 
the old natives against the people of 
the United States because of the war 
with Spain continues to be expressed. 
A majority of the young men, however, 
favor the Americans.

NEW YORK, August 4.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Jim Jeffries, the big heavy- 
weight pugilist from Los Angeles, will 
give the fighting public a novel show 
tomorrow night at the Lenox Ataletic 
Club. He will try to knock out Steve 
O’Donnell and Bob Armstrong, both 
of whom are shifty boxers. The Cali- 
fornian will take them on for ten 
rounds each, with a half hour’s rest 
between the bouts. 

Many men well qualified to judge 
such matters think Jeffries has under- 
taken work that he will find it difficult 
to finish. Fighters not so strong or 
fast have often knocked out two or 
three men in one night while traveling 
with shows, but 90 per cent. of these 
were country bruisers and utterly lack- 
ing in science and training. In this 
case it is different. O'Donnell is in 
condition and a scientific boxer capable 
of delivering a blow that will put Jef- 
fries down and out, He also has the 
reputation of making a better fight 
after the fifth round than before. Arm- 
strong is a big Chicago negro, stand- 
ing six@eet tall, as strong as a horse 
and he deals in right and left swings 
that have a terrific, force. He pays 
little attetion to the science of te 
game and is willing to take any kind of 
punishment in order t& land his 
right. 

Jeffries must meet two men whose 
styles of fighting are absolutely differ- 
ent, but he and his friends are con- 
fident that he will knock both of them 
out before the finish. Betting on that 
proposition is two to one, Parson” 
Davies, who manages Armstrong, offers 
to bet $200 to $500 that his man will 
stay the entire ten rounds. <A great 
many sporting men from the West 
have arrived to see this unusual boxing 
exhibition. 

Jeffries appears willing enough to 
fight Corbett. Today Billy Delaney, 
the young Californian’s manager, met 
Tom O'Rourke, manager of the Lenox 
Athletic Club, and on behalf of Jeffries, 
signed articles for his man to box 
Corbett twenty-five rounds before the 
Lenox Club. The articles stipulate that 
the fight shall take place within three 
months and the men are to receive 60 
per cent. of the gross receipts. 

Corbett was at Asbury Park today, 
but his manager, George Considine, 
spoke for him.

Wholesale reductions in the valua- 
tions placed upon property by the City 
Assessor were ordered yesterday by 
the Board of Equalizatior, and petitions 
for reductions aggregating a large 
amount were taken under advisement. 
The total reductions which the Board 
of Equalization will make before its 
labors are completed will amount to 
much more than was expected. 

No decision has been reached by the 
Board of Equalization as to the as- 
sessments against the banks, and when 
the matter comes to a vote there is 
a certainty of a division on the subject. 
Several plans for settling the matter 
have been suggested to the board. 

The Board of Equalization expects to 
complete its work by tomorrow after- 
noon. All property-owners who. de- 
sire reductions in their assessments 
have been requested to file them at 
once, 

Until October it will be necessary to 
register all warrants made against the 
cash fund in the city treasury because 
that fund is now nearly $100 behind. 
The salary warrants will also have to 
be registered hereafter, there being no 
money with which to pay them. 

The monthly report of deaths, com- 
pleted yesterday, shows that during 
July 134 persons died in this city. "Ihe 
births during the month numbered 142. 

Yesterday was given up by Judge 
Oster to a perusal of the very lengthy 
pleadings in the three suits in which 
the city of Los Angeles is involved. 
To read them in open court, as is done 
in ordinary suits, would have taken all 
of. yesterday, and it was agreed that 
the work might be more properly done 
by the Judge sitting in chambers.

VALUATIONS SLASHED. 


NUMEROUS REDUCTIONS OF ASSESS- 
MENTS MADE YESTERDAY, 


No Decision Rendered as to the 

Bank Petitions—City Funds De- 
pleted and Warrants Must Now 
Be Registered. 


At the rate that reductions in assesrs- 
ments are being made this week by 
the Board of Equalization, it appears 
that the total amount taken off the 
rolls will in the end be much greater 
than was at first expected. The total 
assessment of all property in the city 
is $61,800,000, and it is the opinion of 
some of the members of the board that 
the total reductions will result in the 
cutting off of all, or nearly all, of the 
$800,000. Up to the close of yesterday's 
session of the board the total reduc- 
tions made, not including the few that 
have been ordered on account of the 
University of Southern California mort- 
gage interests, was $287,724. In this total] 
the bank reductions made, or prospec- 
tive, are not included. If the reductions 
that the banks desire are made it wi!l 
mean a decrease in the assessments of 
between $250,000 and $300,000. Then the 
mortgage interests held by the board 
of regents of the University of South- 
ern California will have to be deduct- 
ed, and these represent between $200,- 
000 and $300,000. In the matter of allow- 
ing all. such claims for reduction as 
are based upon mortgage interests the 
board has no choice in the mattetr, for 
under the law all such amounts have 
to be cut off the assessment. Just why 
they were included by the Assessor no

The Pasadena and Los Angeles Elec- 
tric Railway Company had filed three 
petitions in which reductions from $10,- 
000 to $5900 were asked on its franchise, 
and $36,960 to $26,500, and $11,825 to 
$9240. on its tracks and other property. 
These petitions had been taken under 
advisement by the board and yesterday 
they were denied. 

The petition of ex-Mayor John Bry- 
son and wife for a reduction of $20,000 
on their realty had been before the 
board since the first day of the hearing 
vf petitions. Yesterday a reduction of 
$2600 was allowed. 

A reduction from $18,162 to $11,456 was 
rhade on the property of the German- 
American Savings Bank, it being 
shown that property to the amount of 
the difference had been twice assessed. 

An assessment against solvent 
credits of the Security Loan and 
Trust Company to the amount of $9675 
was cancelled, it being shown that this 
had been assessed in another form. 

The petitions of the Los Angeles Na- 
tional Bank for a reduction of $12,500 
on its surplus and undivided profits, 
and of the Citizens’ Bank from $44,623 
to $27,423 on the grounds of excessive 
assessment, were taken under advise- 
ment. 

Victor Dahl was granted a reduction 
from $15,000 to $12,000 on acreage prop- 
pied in the extreme western part of the 
city. 

‘There was a lively debate when the 
matter of the assessment against Ham- 
burger & Sons, proprietors of the Peo- 
ples’ Store, was unexpectedly again 
brought up by Councilman Grider. The 
property of this firm had first been 
listed at $180,000 by ex-Deputy Assessor 
Wa'dron, whose erratic actions on 
Wednesday caused such a stir in the 
board. As his valuation was out of 
all reason the Assessor reduced it to 
$100,000. The firm applied to the board 
for a reduction to $80,000, and the peti- 
tion was heard several days ago.- At 
that time Waldron again showed what 
his idea of assessments was, and @ 
lively tilt occurred between him and 
the manager of the store. 

Late yesterday afternoon Councilman 
Grider, who had been looking through 
the petitions that had not been dis- 
posed of, suddenly moved that the 
Hamburger petition be denied. He 
insisted that the assessment was low 
enough, and should stand. Council- 
man Mathuss objected, saying that 
$80,000 was a fair valuation on _ the 
stock of the firm. Several other mem- 
bers ogreed with the Third Ward mem- 
ber, but someone suggested $90,000 as 
a compromise. ‘To this Mr. Gride> 
agreed. Still there was objection, and 
a motion to defer action until Satur- 
day was finally adopted. The assess- 
ment of this firm will probably be set- 
tled at $85,000.

This Morning the Ground Will Be

Paradoxical as it may seem there is 
such a thing as making haste slowly, 
and in the case of the city’s water liti- 
gation the truth of the statement was 
yesterday made apparent.

The 
setting aside of the restraining order 
was the usual and necessary result of 
the answer to the eomplaint being 
filed. When the application was made 
and the restraining order eranted, the 
court had only the one side of the case 
before him, and upon that showing 
made the*° order usual in such cases.

A MYTHICAL DEPOSITOR, 


Frank Hanscomb (yr ts Judgment 
Against Attorney Hrooks, 

A few days ago the suit of Frank 
Hanscomb aginst Attorney J. Marion 
Brooks for an accounting was heard in 
Department Two by Judee Clark. Yes- 
terday judgment and findings were or- 
dered for the plaintiff for $382.10, and 
now the laugh is on the attorney, for 
come of the evidence in the case was 
really funny. 

Attorney Brooks has figured in. the 
courts rather frequently of late in the 
attempt, for the most part, to recover 
fees for professional services. In the 
Hanscomb case conditions have been 
reversed, and the client sued his legal 
advisér. The plaintiff did not pose as 
very saintly in character, and while 
upon the witness stand conceded to be. 
ing badly “jagged’’ on more than one 
oceasion. Attorney Brooks, however, 
testified that he was a Good Templar 
in good standing and never indulged in 
alcoholic beverages. Some unregenerate 
members of the bar who were present 
appeared to suffer twinges of conscience 
when their legal brother «made that 
statement, but when Mr. Brooks pro- 
ceeded to emphatically state that he is 
an anti-monopolist and never travels 
on a railroad pass, the look of pain 
upon their feces disappeared and they 
cackled hysterically. for Hanscomb 
has sworn that Brooks showed him sev- 
eral railroad passes which he stated at 
the time had been given him out of 
compliment for his standing in. 

Perhaps the funniest incident in the 
trial. however, the one that caused Mr. 
Drook's professional brethren to view 
him with admiration for his qreat head, 
was when the effort was being made to 
track a $1000 draft. being the last pay- 
ment from the Hills estate to the plain- 
tiff, Hlanscomb. Brooke claimed that 
4e had paid it over to ILansecomb, while 
the latter denied hav ng \ec2ived it. The 
officers of the Farmers’ and Merchants’ 
Bank swore that Brooks drew a draft 
and got the money, and the plaintiff al. 
leges that Brooks deposited it to his 
private account. The evidence showed 
that checks had been drawn with 
Brooks’s signature, both before and 
after the time when this especial 
amount of money had been deposited. 
But the bank officials claimed that 
Brooks had no account at the bank at 
the time, and it leoked as if no track 
could be got of that mysteriously-disap- 
pearing $1900. It was then that Judze 
Clark declared to the witnesses fronfr 
the hank, that he would have no eya- 
sions, and if necessary he would have 
every book in. the bank brought inte 
court. It was wonderful how smoothly 
the testimony ran along after the none 
too gentle admonition of the court. 

It then develoned that Brooks had 
deposited the money in the name of 
Charlies Ingalls. and that all checks 
signed with his own name were charged 
against the account of this Mr. Inzalls, 
whose identityvy—if he was not alte- 
gether a mythical personare—was not 
Aisclosed. It was on July 1, 1897, that 
$1900 was deposited to the credit of In- 
ealls, and afterward drawn against by 
Brooks. 


THE TIME LIMIT, 


How Aliens Can Become Citizens and 
Cast nm Ballot. 

Under the law providing that aliens 
desiring to secure the right to vote 
must obtain their full naturalization 
papers at least nincty days before 
election day, only five days remain 
Within which adult foreigners, who 
either came to this country under age 
or who have qualified by declaring 
their intention of becoming citizens, 
can acquire the privilege of casting 
their ballots at the coming fall elec- 
tion. 

As the time has shortened the rush 
of procrastinating would-be votes has 
kept the spare moments of Judge Shaw 
fully oecupied during the past few 
days. Every year many of those per- 
sons who always put off doing a thing 
until the last moment, fail to get their 
citizenship papers in time, 
their failing to understand just when 
the ninety-day limit expires. Al! ap-

to vote at the fall elections. 

In addition to those applying for fina! 
citizenship papers there has been an 
increasing number of applicants for 
“first papers,”’ in which declaration of 
intention to become citizens is made. 
and a feature of this increase, in beth 
classes, is the exceptionally large pro- 
portion of Canadians, Germans and 
English, who desire to be citizens of 
the United States.

WHERE AT IS MAGUIRE ? 

There has been received at this of- 
fice ai) inquiry, from an _ in- 
quisitive cuss, as to the politics of

1876 and 1877. 

“He was a candidate for the nomlf- 
mation for the office of District Attor- 
mey before the sandlot convention in 
1879. 

“He sought the nomination for Su- 
perior Judge at the hands of 
sandlot convention in 1880. 

“In 1882 he was nominated for Su- 
perior Judge by the Democratic party, 
and was elected at the ensuing elec- 
tion.

“In 1886 he organized and led the 
Labor party in San Francisco. 

“He definitely withdrew from the 
Democratic party in 15887.

“In 1890 he advocated the election 
of the Buckley wing of the Democratic 
party in this City and County. 

“In 1892 he was an anti-Buckleg 
reorganization Democrat. He was 
chosen Congressman by that party in 
1892. He was then a gold bug. 

“In 1894 he was again chosen Con- 
gressman by the regular Democratic 


“In 1896 he was a Silver Democrat, 
and firmly denounced President Cleve- 
Jand’s financial policy. 

“In 1898 he is a Populist. 

“Your correspondent wishes to 
know to what party Judge Maguire 
belongs?”

hamlets and ranches artd are still un- 
able to say just what the politics of 
Mr. Maguire are presumed to be. 

If we should, by any chance, be able 
to secure the information between 
now and the day of election, by our 
faith we'll print it. 


THE PARTY OF PROSPERITY. 

The Democrats and Populists will 
not be able to extract many crumbs 
of comfort, or make political capita! 
from the events of the past few 
months. The war with Spain has 
proved in every way a brilliant suc- 
cess, and the prospect now is that we 
shall soon have peace with honor—and 
with some profit to this country. 

From a material standpoint, the na- 
tion has seldom if ever been so pros- 
perous as it is today. A great public 
loan has been successfully floated. 
Even with a foreign war on our hands 
the markets of the country show re- 
markable firmness and buoyancy. The 
increase in our foreign trade during 
the past six months has been truly 
wonderful. The balance of trade in 
our favor has been augmented both by 
reason of decreased imports and in- 
creased exports. 

Reports continue to be received of 
the remarkable wave of prosperity 
that is sweeping over the Western 
States, mainly owing to the excep- 
tionally large crops of grain that are 
being harvested there and the good 
price for the same which the farmers 
are receiving. A correspondent of 
Bradstreets, writing from Kansas City, 
estimates the value of the wheat, corn 
and oat crops,in the States tributary 
to Kansas City at the large sum of 
$162,689,500. The. profit on these 
crops will be very large, as it is said 
that wheat can be raised in Kangas 
at 35 cents per bushel as the average 
cost of production, while the price of 
wheat there is now 80 cents per bushel, 
leaving a profit to the farmers of 45 
cents per bushel from that crop 
alone. Besides this, an income of over 
$75,000,000 is expected this year, in 
the section above referred to, from live 
stock, and $60,000,000 from other 
crops, all these being conservative fig- 
ures. 

It seems reasonable to expect some- 
thing like a boom in the West this 
fall. 

Altogether, the calamity-howlers can 
find very little encouragement in the 
present outlook, 


BENEFITS OF EXPOSITIONS. 

It is strange that there are a few 
people to be found in this section who 
doubt whether it pays for us to make 
a first-class display at expositions, in 
this and other countries. One would 
suppose that the harvest whicn sSouth- 
ern California has reaped from the 
fine displays made from this section 
at Chicago, at Augusta, and in San 
Francisco, would be enough to settle 
any question of this kind. If any 
further proof is needed that every 
dollar invested returns to us a 
hundredfold, it can be found in the 
results of the small display made by 
California at the horticultural expo- 
sitiort in Hamburg last winter. In 
consequence of the display of the 
fruit made there, orders have been 
pouring into this state for dried fruits, 
and it actually appears that, before 


SO 


long, Germany will be prepared to 
take the entire dried fruit output of 
the State, at good figures. One Los 


Angeles firm has recently sold seven- 
teen earloads of dried apricots, of 
which fourteen carloads wet to Ger- 
many. 

What has been said in regard to this 
exposition holds equally true as to the 
firso display made by Los Angeles 
county at the Transmississippi Expo- 
sition, in Omaha. Inguiries are al- 
ready pourivg in from people who 
have seen this display, and who express 
their intention of coming here. The 
country tributary to Omaha has had 
a wonderful trop of grain this year, 
estimated in value /at about $200,000,- 
000,:of Which more than half is net 
profit to the farmers. This, agairs, 
has led to a good demand for real eas- 
tate in those sections, so that farmery 
who desire to do so will have little 
difficulty in disposing of their prop- 
erty, and roany will undoubtedly 
themselves of the opportunity to re- 
move to this section.

SAMPSON AND THE GUNES. 

When the news of the great naval 
battle royal off Santiago first came to 
hand, the ery of “Hurrah for Samp- 
son” rang out from the Kennebec to 
the Willamette. Then came, a day 
‘ater, the tidings that it was Commo- 
dere Schley who. had’ won the fight 
and that Sampson, in the cruiser New 
York, did not arrive on the scene of 
fire and slaughter until the fight Was 
“all over but the shouting’ and the 
zreat Spanish fleet was a lot of 
stranded hulks. 

Out.of this grew a disposition to be- 
little Sampson, while giving Schley 
the full credit for the brilliancy of. the 
achievement. Nothing could be more 
unjust or unfair, for it was Samp- 
son's great study and research in the 
mechanical details of naval artillery 
that had made Schley’s victory over 
Cervera not only possible, but an as- 
sured fact. When Worden, in the 
Monitor, won his great victory over 
the Merrimac in Hampton Roads, no- 
body sought to give him the entire 
credit of that brilliant achievement, 
but cheerfully divided their praise be- 
iween him and Capt. John Ericsson, 
who had designed the marvelous lit- 
tle “cheesebox on a raft.” 

The same meed of praise, in’ the 
present instance, should go out to 
Sampson, for it was the big guns of 
his design that made the battle of 
Santiago a success. Prof. Charles F. 
Johnson, who has known both eSamp- 
son and Schley since they were cadets, 
has contributed an article to the Hart- 
ford Courant in which he says: 

“We must not forget that to Samp- 
son, more than to any other man, we 
owe the built-up gun of our navy, 
made in the yard at Washington. 
The English built-up guns of large 
caliber have invariably developed 
symptoms of weakness after a few 
discharges. As far as we know, our 
13-inch guns are as perfect as they 
were before the¥ were loaded. Few 
persons are aware of the accurate ca}- 
culations and the careful experiments 
that are necessary before a tube can 
be made that can safely be subjected 


to the immense strain of starting a 
13-inch projectile.” 


It was computed, before these guns 
were tried in battle that few of them 
would stand more than 250 discharges 
while,-in many instances, some of 
them would be unsafe after 200 firings 
had been accomplished. The fact that 
none of the guns of the Oregon, 
Brooklyn, Texas and Iowa have as yet 
been condemned, after the _ severe 
strain to which they were subjected at 
Santiago, is the best evidence’ that 
none of them have so far exhibited 
any symptoms of structural weakness; 
and that they will prove as efficient 
in other quarters, hereafter, as they 
did in the encounter for which Trafal- 
gar affords the only parallel in the 
world’s history. 

It is highly fortunate for the United 
States that Annapolis had graduated 
a man of such scientific attainments 
as Admiral Sampson. He filled a long- 
felt want. His nicety of judgment in 
determining the proportions of the 
component parts of the modern com- 
posite naval gun, is ehundantly shown 
in the results of Santiago's encar- 
nadined picture of biood and flame. 
May not this development of naval 
gun-making on his part account 
largely for the promotion of Sampson 
over the heads of several senior of- 
ficers? And was it not a combined 
knowledge of machinery, guns, de- 
fensive armor and seamanship,, that 
led up to his selection as commander- 
in-chief of the Atlantic fleet, simply 
because he was the best-posted mah, 
all around? 


FREE THE CUBAN PRISONERS. 

The suggestion made by Palma, the 
president of the Cuban junta, that the 
Presidert should include among the 
provisions upon which peace will be 
established one providing for the free- 
ing of all Cubans imprisoned by that 
country for political offeises, is a 
good one, and will doubtless receive 
proper attention from the adminis- 
tration. 


We should not forget that the main 
object for which this war with Spain 
was undertaken was the freeing of the 
Cubans from the galling yoke of 
Spain, and, incidentally, relief 
of the unfortunate reconcentrados, 
whose sufferitigs have touched the 
hearts of humane people throughout 
the world. Unfortunately, the course 
of events in Cuba has beer! such that 
we have hitherto been able to do very 
little for these unfortunate people, 
and before we get into Havana, where 
most of them are confined, it is to be 
feared that there will be few of them 
left to relieve. | 

However thismay be,it would not 
cause us to forget the thousands of 
miserable prisorers who are slowly 
rotting to death in Spanish dungeons, 
for the mere offense that they were 
patriotic. The descriptions that 
have been published of the Spanish 
prison at Ceuta, on the north coast of 
Africa, describe that place as ar? in- 
ferno, confinement in which is far 
worse than death. 

Seflor Palma points out that’ the 
United States has taken thousands of 
Spanish prisoners, who are beirte well 
treated, and who are to be sent back 
to their native homes at the expense 
of this country. While praising this 
magnanimous conduct of the Ameri- 
eans, he asks, pertitvontly, whether it 
would not be a good thine to’ make 
this action a reason for the liberation 
of Cubars who have been in prison 
since the war began. 

Let Spairt open the gates of her vile 
prisons and free the Cuban patriots 
who areimmurred within them. Should 
we ask less than this, the world may 
well be inclined to doubt whether we 
were honest when we declared that 
this war was undertaken from human- 
itarian methods,

‘THE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

It is interesting and encouraging 
news that came to Tue TIMES in an 
exclusive dispatch from Washington, a 
couple of days ago, stating that the 
administration will probably back up 
strongly the construction of the 
Nicaragua Canal under the ownership 
of the government, taking Senator 
Morgan's bill now before the Senate 
as a basis of operations. According 
to this dispatch, friends of the Presi- 
dent are urging him to make the 
building of the canal one of the chief 
points in his next message to Con- 
gress, and it is asserted that he has 
agreed to this course. As the Demo- 
crats of the South favor the project, 
there shouldbe no difficulty in carry- 
ing the bill through Congress. 

THE Tres has frequently enlarged 
upon the great importance of this 
public enterprise, during the past few 
years, and it is not necessary to re- 
peat these arguments to our readers, 
most of whom are, undoubtedly, well 
convinced of the necessity for the 
canal. There is, however, still a con- 
siderable class of people in the East- 
ern States to whom the importance 
of the question is not so clear, and it 
should be our duty to do some active 
missionary work in that direction be- 
fore the next session of Congress. It 
is suggested that the good example 
set by the Chamber of Commecce of 
San Diego should be followed, and 
strong resolutions adopted by the 
various commercial bodies of the 
West, indorsing the construction of 
the canal, under government owner- 
ship. 

It has been shown, during the pres- 
ent war, that the canal is a national 
as well as a commercial necessity for 
the United States. With the acquisi- 
tion of Hawaii, and the probable 
acquisition of other islands in ihe 
Orient, this necessity, from a national 
standpoint, will be still more strongly 
emphasized, and should aid us im- 
mensely in overcoming any objections 
that may be raised there. We siall 


probably have the active opposition of 


Mr. Huntington to count upon, but 
we have wdh one victory over him, 
and shall doubtless be able to win an- 
other. 

It is reasonable that we, of Los An- 
geles, should take special interest in 
this important question, for it is cer- 
tain that no city of the United States 
would benefit more by the construc- 
tion of the canal than Los Angeles. 
With the creation of the deep-water 
harbor at San Pedro, the opening of 
the Nicaragua Canal, and the con- 
struction of a third transcontinental 
line from this city to the East, by 
way of Salt Lake City, together with 
the rapid increase in oriental trade 
that we shall now witness, it is diffi- 
cult to set limits to the possible 
growth of Los Angeles within the 
coming quarter of a century. 


NOT SO BAD, AFTER ALL. | 
Not only, as Tur Ties has stated, 
was the dry seaso1r! through which 
we have recently passed a blessing 
in disguise to Southern California, 


because it has led to great de- 
velopment of water for irriga- 
tion, but it has become more and 


more evident that the direct losses 
through the dry season have been 
much exaggerated. Even in regard io 
hay, the crop of which has been ex- 
ceedingly short, the loss to farmers 
has been to a great extent made up 
by the high prices received, many 
farmers having harvested a third of 
a crop of hay, and such a crop, selling 
at $15 a ton, is more profitable than 
a full crop selling at $5 a ton, be- 
cause the expense of harvesting and 
baling is less. 

The same thing holds true in regard 
to the deciduous fruit crop in this 
section, especially the apricot crop, 
which is quite short this season, al- 
though larger than that of the north- 
ern part of the State. Owing to the 


shortness of the crop, apricots have 


been in good deman@ at high figures. 
It is reported that all the apricots 
in a Ventura county valley, amount- 
ing to about seven carloads, have just 
been sold, and, as the owners were 
holding out for 10 cents a pound, it 
is supposed that this price was paid. 
This is a vast improvement on the 
prices obtained last year. It does 
not take many tons of apricots’ at 
$200 a ton to yield a nice little nest 
egg. 


The citrus-fruit mén have also been 


getting good prices for their products, 
especially the lemon-growers, the sit- 
uation in regard to that fruit having 
entirely changed during the past few 


weeks. As to oranges, while some 
growers are complaining about un- 
satisfactory prices, others are doing 


remarkably well, one Orange county 
man having been selling his Valencia 
Lates, in the East, at $5 a box. 
The effects of the dry season were 
by no means so black as they were 
painted.

BOWERS’S VALISES SOLD. 


Choice Collection of Gamblers’ 
Tools Heightened Their Value, 

There was an auction sale yesterday 
morning in front of the Police Station 
when a suit of clothes, an overcoat and 
six valises, ‘‘contents unknown,” were 
offered for sale by Deputy Constable 
Brakeshuler to satisfy an attachment 
suit brought by Routzahn & Gilkey 
against G. D. Bowers to satisfy a 
judgment for $117 and $7 costs. Such 
an auction is no uncommon occurrence, 
yet this one was of more than peculiar 
interést, from the fact that it was 

own to some that in the valises were 
safely stored a lot of gambling and 
swindling devices with which Bowers 
said he could pay up all his indebted- 
ness in one night if he but had them. 

Bowers had them at one time, but 
on account of crooked work was 
obliged to ship the six valises to Sacra- 
mento in the name of Leo Strauss, and 
it was for this reason the Chief of Po- 
lice refused to give them up to him 
when Bowers made a demand for them 
some ten days ago. At the time Bowers 
skipped away from here he owed the 
Van Nuys Hotel a bill of about $100, 
and it was on complaint of Mr. Potter 
of the hotel that he was arrested in 
Stockton and brought back here by De- 
tective Flammer. After he reached here 
money was received from his sister, a 
wealthy woman living in Indianapolis, 
Ind., and the remittance was used to 
square the hotel account and other bills 
contracted here, for which the cridit- 
ors stood ready to make him trouble, 
and the complaint was dismissed. 

At the time Bowers left here he owed 
Routzahn & Gilkey, the tailors, over 
$100 for clothing, and they attached 
the valises and suit after they had 
been seized at the express office by the 
police, and before they were shipped 
to Strauss at Sacramento. It was to 
satisfy this claim the goods were sold 
yesterday. . 

Those on the inside think that the 
sale was for the purpose of getting the 
valises and contents out of the hands 
of the police, where they can be had 
by Bowers. It is known that money has 
been sent here to settle Routzahn & 
Gilkey’s bill, but so long as the police 
refused to let go of the paraphernalia 
used by Bowers, he was unable to turn 
a trick. Hence the Constable was or- 
dered to sell the property, and set the 
day as August 1. He demanded an in- 
demnity bond,* however, to stand be- 
tween himself and Campbell ,who is in 
jail, and claims the property. This bond 
for $250 was not forthcoming on the 
day set, so the sale went over until the 
4th. Again the bond failed to show wtp, 
and yesterday was then set as being 
the last opportunity for the sale. 

This brought the bond, signed by 
Routzahn & Gilkey, W. R. Bacon and 
Robert Kern, and the sale progressed, 
taking about two minutes. There was 
only one bid, that of Mr. Bacon of $50,

SOME NEW EXCURSION RATES. 


A New Rate on Haney—Minor Notes 
and Personals. 

The Southern Pacific is discussing a 
rate for a popular excursion frcm this 
city to San Francisco, in order to al- 
flow friends of .the Seventh Regiment 
boys \to visit them prior to their de- 
parture to Manila. It was thought that 
the day and rate \would be agreed upon 
yesterday, but information that the 
regiment will not sail before the end of 
next week caused the announc:sment to 
be withheld for a day or two. 

The Seventh Congress District Re- 
publican Convention will meet at New- 
port, Orange county, August 15. The 
Santa Fé announces that delegates will 
be allowed a reduction in rates. The 
delegates will pay full fare one way, 
August 13 to 15, to Santa Ana. and take 
a receipt. If as many as fifty attend 
,they will get a return ticket to. their 
homes at one-third the regular rate. 

The Santa Fé also announces a re- 
duced rate to members of the National 
Association of Merchants and Travel- 
ers, which meets at Chicago August 10 
to 17, September 14 to 21, and November 
2 to 9. From all points in Arizona and 
New México a one and one-fifth rate 
will be made. 

The Southern Pacific announces a 
rate of 85 cents per 100 pounds on honey 
in tin cans, cased, from Southern Cali- 
fornia to New York via the Sunset and 
Gulf route. This is another outcome of 
the Panama and Clipper fight. There is 
estimated not to exceed six or eight 
cars of honey in Southern California to 
move. 

The Santa Fé has been granted by 
the State Board of Equalization a re- 
duction in assessment of $10 per mile 
between Mojave and Barstow. 

George L. Brooks, live stock agent of 
the Santa Fé at Albuquerque, is here 
with his family. 

Frank Oakley of the Southern Pa- 
cific will spend the summer at Santa 
Monica with his family.

‘ EASTERN TEACHERS. 


What They Say About Coming to 
Los Angeles. 


Mrs. Frank Wiggins, who has charge 
of the Los Angeles “county exhibit at 
the Omaha Exposition, writes con- 
cerning the teachers who will attend 
the National Educational Convention to 


be held in this city next year, as fol- 
lows: 


‘““‘We meet many teachers these days 
who come to see the exhibit, all being 
more interested in it now that it has 
gone forth that the next Teac‘hers’ Con- 
vention is to be held ifi Los Angeles. 
We tell them of what we shall try to 
do for them all, and give them our 
book, ‘Los Angeles City and County.’ 

“There isto be an institute week at 
Sioux City and one at Onawa, Iowa, 
next month. To these institutes. we 
will send our literature. One lecturer 
Says the trouble with many of the 


‘country teachers is that they feel they 


cannot afford to dress well enough for 
such a place as Los Angeles, and have 
enough left for the trip. At institutes 
she will recommend a traveling suit and 
a few garments in a grip. She found 
that many, on going to Washington, 
tried to dress too well, and that many 
lost all the good of a trip to Washing- 
ton and the associations of a conven- 
‘tion on account of wardrobe. Many 
teachers think the educational advan.-.

more, value to them than the conven- 
tion: and many are looking forwurd 
to a trip across the continent.

above the booth will be suspended a 
banner on which will be in illuminated 
letter, ‘Greetings of Los Angeles.’ 

“We aré receiving many thanks from 
the management for the efforts made 
in helping to add to the attractions 
of the day.

THOSE REVENUE STAMPS. 


Mr. Pridham Cites Reasons. Why the 
Public Should Pay. 

Apropos of the controversy between 
the merchants and Wells-Fargo, in 
which the former contend that the lat- 
ter should pay for the revenue stamp 
affixed ta receipts issued by the ex- 
press company to shippers of packages, 
Superintendent Pridham of Wells- 
Fargo thinks it is better for the public 
to pay for the stamp than for the 
express company to pay for it, and 
then readjust its charges to cover the 
deficiency. He says the merchants 
raise the price of their goods in order 
to meet the additional expense of reve- 
nue stamps, and that, whether a man 
is selling merchandise or transporta- 
tion, the motive is the same under 
conditions of this character. 

Yesterday Mr. Pridham received a 
letter from J. J. Valentine of San Fran- 
cisco, president of Wells-Fargo, in 
Which the latter cites an opinion ren- 
dered by United States Attorney-Gen- 
eral John W. Griggs, concerning an 
inquiry from Galbraith of Terrell, 
Tex., submitting an express company’s 
receipt, and asking if the requirement 
of that company compelling the ship- 
per to pay for the revenue stamp was 
not a violation of the internal revenue 
law. The opinion of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral was to the effect that it was not 
the government’s function to determine 
between the express company and the 
shipper, the government simply requir- 
ing that the tax shall be paid. 

From this, Mr. Pridham thinks it 
seems clear that the shipper should 
pay the tax. 

Mr. Pridham forgets that Judge Tu- 
ley of Chicago has declared in a de- 
cision on a similar case to the one now 
in the lo@&l Federal courts that a 
common carrier may not arbitrarily 
raise its rates to evade a legal charge 
or tax.

ers outside of the exchange. 

This condition is one that must be 
prepared for, hence a large part of the 
work of the exchange this year is to 
get in shape for marketing the large 
product likely to demand a market an- 
other season, although‘ the product 
handled by the exchange this year is 
likely to exceed $50,000. 

The experience thus far fully justifies

Benefits of Cultivation. 

HARLES H. SHINN, the inspector 
C of experiment stations of the Uni- 

versity of California, who was in 
Los Angeles last week, tells of results 
observed in Alaméda county, near 
Niles. which strikingly show the bene- 


fits of cultivation. 
In one apricot orchard, which had 


‘been unirrigated and uncultivated for 


three years, moisture tests of the soil 
made every six inches, showed 420 tons 
of water in the surface of four feet 
of soil on one acre-The trees had made 
practically no growth, 

On an adjoining piece of ground, only 
100 feet distant, with the same natural 
conditions, but which had been thor- 
oughly cultivated, similar tests showed 
620 tons of moisture to the samé depth. 
Thege trees were in fine condition, with 
large apricots.

a traveling dairy school, to teach as 
many students as could be obtained in 
the larger towns, where suitable build- 
ings or rooms could be procured, he 
said, as reported by Hoard'’s Dairyman: 

“The dairy professor goes down there 
with an outfit, and I want hfm to have 
some shallow pans and deep-setting 
cans. Then I want him to have a hand 
separator. a little cheese vat, etc. Then 
I want him to have a good deal of com- 
mon sense. (By the way, this ‘hobby’ 
of mine is not ar official one; it is my 
oWn private little pony that I ride.) Let 
the teacher start in with his school of

boys and girls: let him show them the 
principles of buttermaking, and if they 
cannot afford a separator they can 
afford a deep-setting can, if they have 
cold water. If they have not cold water 
enough, they can take a tin pan and let 
him teach them how to do the very 
best with that tin pan.” 

This would appeal not only to the 
wealthy datrymen with large herds and 
abundant capital, but to those who have 
but a few cows and little money. Per- 
haps they are the ones who most nbed 
instruction in the art of making’ better 
butter. They are usually the ones who 
have to teke their little surplus to the 
store at the cross-roads and trade it off 
for groceries. Usually all goes at one 
price, be it good, bad or indifferent, be- 
cause perhaps the one who makes the 
poorest butter is the best customer of 
the storekeeper, and must not be of- 
fended by being asked to accept a lower 
price than is paid to other people. 

This butter, having ripened by age 
and acquired a little more flavor of to- 
bacco smoke and kerosene and onions, 
with other fragrant samples of the 
storekeeper'’s stock in trade, must 
finally be sent to be “renovated” by 
treating with acids and reworking and 
coloring, and is then put into the 
market to injure the trade in good but- 
ter more than all the oleomargarine 
that Illinois ever produced could do. 

Now i: is of little use to show the 
workings of the separator to such peo- 
ple, cr to explain to them the benefits 
of improvirg their stock by purchas- 
irg registered animals. It would be 
firing over their beads. It might be as 


interesting to them as a lecture on as- 
tronomy, and of about as much prac- 
tical use, for they are as likely to go 
wandering among the planets as they 
are to buy a separator or $500 bulls. 

Show them how to use what they 
have so.as to produce better results. 
Show them how to obtain a little bet- 
ter than they have now, if they can 
raise the capital without going too far 
in debt, Let there be a primary 
class in dairying, as well as instruction 
for those already well advanced. . 

And Nebraska is not the only State 
that needs a hint of this kind. States 
much older are holding dairy schools 
and cenventions, and the professors or 
commissicners are devoting all their 
attention to trying to learn a little 
more to those who have made a life 
business of dairyirg and have be- 
stowed no attention to beginners or to 
those who have studied it only as a 
branch of the general agriculture by 
which they lived. And then they ex- 
press much wonderment that the far- 
mers as. a class do not take more in- 
terest in ‘‘dairy types’? and separators 
and Babcock tests.—[American Culti- 
vator. 


POULTRY. 
A. ROESELLE, the poultry edi- 
E tor of The Country Gentleman, 
"makes the remarkable statement 
that he increased his egg yield 18,700 
eggs, by yarding his fowls in small 
colonies, instead of giving them wide 
range over his farm. This statement, 
if correct, is one which poultry-keepers 


in this section would do well to consider 
carefully. 


The Proportion of Food for Hens. 


OW much grain shall I feed a 
flock of twenty-five hens? , How 
much soft food and meat shall I 
feed at the morning meal? One may 
as well ask ‘now many miles there 
are in a circle without giving the di- 
mensions. Just according to the num- 
ber of eggs the flock is laying will 
the consumption of food be. 

Fowls should be fed 15 per cent. of 
flesh or fish, 25 per cent. vegetables 
and 60 per cent. grain, and the more 
varied this grain food the better, while 
the best vegetable substance is clover, 


named. Beans, ground, when they can 
be bought at a corresponding price 
with other grain, are excellent, for 
they contain 388 per cent muscle-form- 
ing material, as compared to 17 per 
cent. in barley, 22 per cent. in oats 
and 11 per cent. in corn—the corn hav- 
ing the greatest quantity of fat or 
heat: but the beans had best be a 
part of a composite meal made in the 
following proportions; fifteen pounds 
corn. fifteen pounds beans, ten pounds 
barley, fifteen pounds oats, fifteen 
pounds wheat bran. Thas grain should 
be 60 per cent. of tne ration, with fif- 
teen per cent. fish or flesh and 25 
per cent. cut clover or other vegetables, 
tae mash thoroughly scalded or 
cooked, for the beans and bran should 
be cooked to get the most benefi- 


cial effect. 


“For the morning feed give all the 
fowls wll eat, taking away what they 
leave half an hour after feeding— 
when alt will have had a chance 
to satisfy themselves. At noon feed in 
their scratching bins amone the chaff, 
cut straw, etc., what grain they will 
scratch and find between that time 
and night. To know what is necessary, 
leave the flock after the morning meal 
till 3 oclock, and then place before 
tem mixed grains—corn, oats, wheat 
and barley—and rscertain what quan- 
tity they will eat in twenty minutes. 
Then each day at noon scatter that 
much in the seratching pen where they 
will busy themselves all the _ after- 
noon, huntine for and erting a litile 
at 2 time. Wen they are prolucing 
an unusual number of etgs, and the'r 
acters they are not findine 
enough in the chaff to satisfy their 
appetite, throw a few handfulls of corn 
to them at night. 

There is no other rule that as the

How to Feed and M-nage Hen- 
IIAVE been raising poultry in 
Southern California for the past 
sixteen years, and I find it an at- 

tractive and profitable business: but 
like most other business, to be profit- 
able, the person si:culd be adapted to it, 
have a strong liking for it, make a 
thorough study of it, and stay with it 
through all the details. The smaller 
the poultry runs the more care will 
be required. A good many hens can be 
kept on a half acre of ground if you 
will give them te proper attention. 

While a variety of food is an es- 
sential to success in poultry raising, I 
belleve it to be a fact that most poul- 
try raisers feed their fowls too much 
for either health or profit—I mean 
health of tre poultry, and profit to the 
person. I feed but twice a day, morn- 
ing and night: but arrange to give 
my poultry access at all times of the 
day to green alfalfa, barley or rye. If 
neitver of these can be had I provide 
all the beets or cabbage they can eat. 
Golden Tankard beets I find to be the 
most profitable green feed to give if 
one cannot have an alfalfa patch. 

Early in the morning I give®’my hens 
all they will eat up clean of a mixture 
of bram and cracked corn mixed stiff 
with milk, sweet or sour; or with water 
if milk cannot be had. Make ample pro- 
vision for dust baths, and let the fowls 
spend the day in playing in the dirt or 
hunting for bugs among the alfalfa. 
Some way must be contrived to keep 
laying hens busy a good deal of the 
time. If they have a wide range, and 
only a light breakfast they will take 
the necessary exercise in the hest pos- 
sible manner. But if the runs are quite 
limited more skill will be required to 
induce the hens to take eXx- 
ercise to make them profitable ere ma- 
chines, The best way to accomplish 
this is to have abundance of straw in 
the runs in which scatter a little wheat 
or millet. This plan will cause the 
hens to take sufficient exercise. 

At night I feed my ‘wens all the whole 
grain they will eat up clean. 
giving them corn one night. wheat the 
next night and barley the third nicht. 
Wheat is the best single*grain to feed. 
but sometimes it is so costly that it 
does net pay. 
a steady diet. but it is an excellent ad- 
dition to barley, bran or alfalfa © 


fowls. and to be pure it must be kept 
in dishes that prevent the fowls from 
getting their feet in the water. 
The ereatest essential, however, 
all is plenty of grit, 
pends the proper digestion of the food.

worn smooth. A good many confined 
flocks of hens are unprofitable simply 
because they are suffering from indi- 
gestion through lack of sufficient grit. 
Broken sea shells make good grit, but 
are softer Vhan some other materials, 
hence must be applied more frequently, 
To do well bens must sieev in warm, 
well-ventilated houses entirely free 
from al vermin. It ts an easy, but very 
essential, matter to keep the hens free 
from vermin all kinds. The chief 
essential is QYaithfulness. You cle 
your stable daily, and every few months 
you put on a fresh coat of whitewash. 
Do the same with your poultry houses 
and they will be free from vermin. 
If the houses have been neczilected until 
they are already filled with vermin, 
clean them thoroughly, aid carefully 
fill every crack and crevice with hot 
whitewash in which is mixed one ounce 
of crude carbholic acid to one gallon of 
whitewash, Paint the roosts with crude 
petroleum. Pour kerosene into the 
hen’s nest and set it on fire. and thus 
thoroughly destroy all vermin and their 
ergs. Keep houses. roosts and nests 
clean, and there will be no further 
trouble from this source. 
For raising more than fifty chickens 
at one time IT muech-prefer an incubator. 
Incubators have been so perfected with- 
in. a few years past that the risk of 
a good hatch is far less than sitting 
ergs under a hen; and the percentage 
of loss of chicks when raised in a 
good, modern brooder is much less than 
when raised by hens. 
The secret of success in raising chicks 
lies in warmth. dryness. no sloppy food, 
plenty of grit from the first day, plentv 
of green food, ground, green bone, and 
not over-feeding. I find whole wheat to 
be the best staple food for chicks 
from the start to finish, although I 
feed considerable millet seed the first 
few days. 
The profits of poultry raising depend 
largely on location. Some are so situ- 
ated that their cash outlay is merely 
nominal, for poultry. supplies: even 
when the condition&® are unfavorable, 
where everything ‘has to be bought, 
with proper care, the raising of poultry, 
outside of fancy stock. may be made 
to average a yearly profit of ere dollar 
per fowl.—[California Poultry Tribune..

GENERAL AGRICULTURE, 


T HAS always been supposed that 
as the potato is a native of. the 
tocky Mountain regions, both of 
North and Scuth America, it was un- 
known inthe Old World, until after 
America was discovered. This is prob- 
ably true enough, so far as our pres- 
ent stock of potatoes was concerned, 
but the potato has been known thou- 
sands of years in China. It is said 
to grow wild in the regions of Western 
China, near the Tartary boundary. 
It is very largely grown there, and 
divides with: rice the popular prefer- 
ence as an article of food. 

Grain Raising. 

HERE is beginning to be some 
traffic in grain land in _ this 
county and there is abundant 
reason therefor. There has_ been 
a very strong prejudice against grain 
farming by the aid of irrigation. 
but this is being gradually overcome. 
The same prejudice existed a few years 
ago against fruit raising on irrigated 
lands and signs reading “raised with- 
out irrigation’’ were common in fruit 
markets. But this is all changed now, 
and we predict the same results for 
grain raising by the aid of artificial 
moistening. Californic. sunshine and 
soil seem to be well suited to producing 
heavy crops of grain, the third ingre- 
dient being a proper supply of moisture. 
This can be secured with certainty by 
the aid of irrigation and duly in that 
way. It is the rule. here, and a well- 
nigh universal one, that grain well 
planted and irrigated makes a heavy 
crop, and this item of certainty of re- 
turns is beginning to attract attention 
to this section of the State and to 
make some inquiry for land. The Echo 
has ‘eretofore suggested tha* fruit 
farmers and owners of small places 
might with profit rent a querter-section, 
more or less, to plant to wheat or bar- 
ley, and we hear that some such sup- 
plemetal crops will be planted next 
year. Grain planting goes on in the 
winter months, before orchard and vine- 
yard cultivation begins, and it may be 
‘iarvested before fruit harvest comes 
on. We shall not be surprised if Kern 
county, in the not distant future, ranks 
near the head of the list of grain-grow- 


ing counties in this State.—[{Kern 
County Echo. 


Farmers’ Institutes. 


HE regents of the University of 
California spent considerable time 

‘at their meeting Tuesday discuss- 
ing the subject of Farmers’ Institutes. 
The subject was introduced by the 
reading of a report by Prof. Wickson, 
manager of the Farmers’ Institute, in 
which he recommended that the re- 
gents arrange for more special lectures 
to the farmers. This recommenda- 
tion was objected to why one of the re- 
gents on the ground that the’ univer- 
sity has but little more than enough 
money on hand to pay the salaries of 
the regular professors of the university. 
Two years ago the university made an 
urgent appeal to the people of Califor- 
nia for more money to carry on the 
university work. The possibilities of 
the agricultural department were par- 
ticularly pointed out, and it was shown 
what a great benefit this department 
could be made to the formers of Cali- 
fornia if the appropriation then desired 
was made by the legislature. The ap- 
peal had its effect, and the legislation 
@ked for was enacted. Since then 
the board of regents has raised the sal- 
‘aries of a considerable number of pro- 
fessors, regardless of the fact that the 
State has not yet fully recovered from 
the long preceding period of depression. 
The board also, we believe, has given a 
year or more leave of absence to two 
or three professors, granting them full 
pay while abroad. Under the circum- 
Stances it is in very poor taste at least 
for the board or a single one of its 
members to complain that it hasn't 
money to provide a sufficient number 
of lectures for the Farmers’ Institutes. 
The agricultural department of the 
State University has accomplished 
much for California, and its farming 
interests. Unfortunately the attend- 
ance at the agricultural college has 
heen small. For some reason. the 
young men on the farm do not appre- 
ciate the valne of a scientific farming 


education. They desire to be lawyers, 
prysicians, journalists—anything but 
farmers. This is partly due to the 


rrimitive conditions that have charac- 
terized farm life in this state until 
comparatively the last few years, and 
partly to the ambition of the farmers to 
make something “better’’ of their sons. 
But, under proper conditions. nobody 
is better than a farmer, and no life 
better than a farm life—a truth which 
the agricultural department of the uni- 
versity has done much to impress upon 
the people of California during the last 
ten years. Aside from that, the work 
done at the experiment stations of the 
university, the reports published by its 
agricultural specialists, the distribution 
seeds, plans, shrubs and trees, and 
the interest taken in the Farmers’ In- 
stitutes, all have had almost a revo- 
lutionary effect on the public mind, by 
showing the dignity, independence and 
prosperity that accompany agricultural 
history when based on correct scientific 
prirciples and a knowledge of business 
methoes. 

The Farmers’ Institute is doing more 
than anvthing else to brine about the 
new regime of farming. The institute 
carries the college into the country. It 
is the sort of university extension 
which California needs. That it hae 
become popular speaks volumes for the 
new interest and eager interest in ac- 
ricultural education awakened in the 


farming communities of the state. as 


}- : 
well as for the efficiency of the pro- 
fessors who have, left their deske to 
give instruction at the institution. It 
is to the credit of the board of regents 
of the university at Berkeley that, not- 
withstanding the short-sighted policy 
of some of its members, it voted the 
money required for additional lectures. 
We need not fear that California will 
ever lack professional or literary men. 
What the State needs right now, and 
what it jill need for fifty years to come 
is scientific farmers and fruit growers, 
who hav¢ the ambition to seek and the 
intelligence to apply agricultural 
knowledge.—San Jose Mercury. 


An Irrigation Fake. 

O THE Editor: I have just read 

in the “Weekly Chronicle” of the 
-“ 19th inst. an article entitled “Farm- 
ers and Fakers,”” in which it was 
stated “that an out-and-out fake will 
arouse farmers to action when sound 
common sense hadseemingly noimpres- 
sion upon them.” It seems the Chron- 
icle had requested practical farmers to 
give their experience on the subject of 
irrigation, which is now of special in- 
terest to the State, and they have re- 
ceived no response to their request, 
but had instead received many letters 
about some egg-preserver fake. Hence 
the lash. I think that may of the 
farmers have not time or heart justnow 
to comply with the Chronicle’s re- 
quest. They are too much engaged in 
trying to rid themselves of one of the 
worst irrigation fakes that was ever 
imposed upon a trusting people, and 
that is the district system formed 
under the Wright law. Should they 
give you their experience, they could, 
as Shakespeare says: 
A tale unfold, whose lightest word 
Would harrow up thy soul, freeze thy young 


ood, 

Make thy two eyes, like stars, start from 
their spheres, 

Thy knotted and combined locks to part. 

And each particular hair to stand on end, 

Like quills from the fretful porcupine. 

I think farmers know better what 
they do not want in irrigation systems 
than what:they do want. In fact who 
is wise enough to say what the best 
system is? The subject of irrigation 
seems to be in the experimental stage, 
and it falls upon us farmers to make 
the experiments. As children have to 
go through various disorders peculiar 
to childhood before they reach adult 
age,, so have we to go through various 
systems of irigation before we arrive 
at one that is satisfactory, and the 
only comfort in either case is that we 
do not have to have them twice. It is 
sincerely to be hoped that when we 
throw off the district system we will 
not have it the second time, not even in 
a light form. Let the Wright law be 


wiped off the sta(ute books, not mended 


or patched up in any way, but done 
away with altogefher. Then settlers 
wi.l not be afraid to come to California. 
Now they are afraid to settle even 
outside of a Wright district, fearing 
the trap of a district may be sprung 
upon them at any time.* The Wright 
law must go if California is to be pros- 
perous. Those in favor of the district 
System say it isa fine thing to own our 
ow irrigation water. That has a fine 
sound, but generally in the end the 
district or some one owns our land and 
we step out minus land and water. 
Farmers have not a financial education 
and are not competent to execute and 
control large irrigation enterprises. 
They can easily be imposed upon by 
dishonest contractors and the irrigation 
works be made to cost many times 
what they are worth. Then to operate 
the district alone is an expensive aftair, 
There are salaries to pay to five dirac- 
tors, an assessor, a collector, treas- 
urer, secretary, superintendent. or 
engineer and several ditch tenders, and 
the cost of elections is considerable. 
This, with interest on bonds and prin- 
cipal when bonds fall due, has to be 
paid, much of it by holders of small 
tracts of land, say five or ten acres, 
who are striving to make a living off 
their land and to pay thé’ water taxes’ 
and State and county taxes, and it 
cannot be done. Their land will surely 
be confiscated. There is ruin for 
them ahead and want ond privation all 
the way along. Consequently many of 
the landowners in the Escondido dist- 
rict have followed the advice of the 
poet who says: “Strike for your altars 
and your fires; strike till the last 
armed foe expires.” We have struck 
and intend to throw off the yoke that 
we are bearing. We have formed a 
Landowners’ Protective Association, 
and employed one of San Francisco’s 
ablest attorneys to help us out of this 
distri-t difficulty. Lately the attention 
of the people here has been directed 
to the promotion of State and Federal 
irrigation. The subject is under dis- 
cussion, and efforts are being made to 
bring it about. J. J. HYDE.

We seldom give the farmers a “Sab” 
about anything without getting some 
really excellent correspondence as a 
result. We may have to do more of it, 
for we are determined to find out just 
what our farmers really think and de- 
sire cn some of the important questions 
which directly concern them. It is evi- 
dent from the foregoing that Mr. Hyde 
and probably his neighbors in the Es- 
condido district do not desire any form 
of district control of water. As there 
can hardly be Federal control within 
the boundaries of a State there are left 
for consideration only the methods of 
State and private control. Our corre- 
spondent and his neighbors are at pres- 
ent favorably disposed toward State 
control. Taking up one point at a time 
we wish that our correspondent would 
inferm us whether he desires that the 
funds be raised by taxation within the 
district while the administration shall 
be in the hands cf the State authorities, 
or whether by State control he means 
that the cost shall be borne from taxa- 
tion of the entire State. The one 
crucial question is as to who shall pay 
for the development of the system, It 
will be a good thirg to get, right at 
that from the beginning and discuss 
it disassociated from anything else.—

WAR TAX AND REAL ESTATE. 

Real estate men are in something of 
a muddle in regard tu the exact mean- 
ing of the new law regarding the 
stamping of documents. Many dis- 
patches have been sent to Washington, 
regarding the stamp tax of 10 cents to 
be placed on certificates “not other- 
wise specified.’’ The Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue decided last month 
that the stamp tax need not be paid on 
notarial acknowledgements, sending a 
dispatch to that effect to the Title In- 
surance and Trust Company of this 
city. Ten days later he sent a dis- 
patch to an eastern recorder in which 
he stated that certificates of acknowl- 
edgement to deeds and mortgages 
must be stamped with a 10-cent stamp, 
in addition to the stamp required by 
law for the instrument itself. Then 
he sent another dispatch to the Title 
Guarantee and ‘Trust Company of this 
city in which he said that notarial 
acknowledeements .do not require a 
stamp when the instruments to which 
they are impended are stamped. 

Under such circumstances it wouid 
evidently be the wisest plan for buyers 
to insist on the use of a stamp. 

A CREDITOR’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

Referring to the effect of the new 
bankruptcy law on the right of credi- 
tors in rea! estate transactions, the 
Minneapolis Journal says: 

“Laws have been made on the theory 
that the creditor who loaned money to 
another, accepting certain collateral as 
security, had the right to harass the 
debtor all his days in case the collat- 
eral given should not fully reimburse 
the creditor. The Bankruptcy Bill de- 
clares this theory to be wholly wrong 
and opposed to public interest. It de- 


clares in effect that when the debtor 
has turned over all he possesses to a 
creditor, he has a right to come for- 


ward and ask for a chance to provide 
for himself and family unhampered by 
debts that otherwise he cannot. sur- 
mount. 

“And why shouldn't he have this op- 
portunity, Our laws have been too easy 
for the creditor. Five years ago a cred. 
itor and a debtor agreed upon the value 
ofa piece of real estate. The ereditor 
on a safe percentage of value. as. it 
then was. let the debtor have $1000 with 
this property as security. In a vear or 
two conditions change and this prop- 
erty is worth less than the $1000. Our

CHICAGO LAND VALUES. 

As showing the enormous values of 
lnnd in the busines section of Chicago, 
if was recently teported that Marshal 
Pield hed—beught from L. Z. Leiter a 
piece of land at the southeast corner 
of State-and Madison streets, with an 
area of about a quarter of an acre, 
for the immense sum of $2,155,000, the 
improvements not being -worth more 
than the cost of removing them. 

FIRE-RESISTING CEMENT. 

A new fire-resisting cement has lately 
been , subjected to a careful test in 
Germany, and an official protocol has 
been issued concerning its behavior, 
which bears the signatures of several 
arthitects, engineers and other ex- 
perts. The trial was conducted in a 
wooden house built for the purpose, 
the walls and roof of which, and an 
iron girder supporting the roof, were 
coated with an inch-thick layer of as- 
bestos. The structure was partly filled 
and surrounded outside with a mass of 
shavings and wood chips, soaked in 
petroleum, and the whole was_ set 
alight, and alowed to burn for about 
three-quarters of an hour. 

The fierce conflagration was then ex- 
tinguished by means of hose, when it 
was observed that the asbestos showed 
no sign of either cracking or peeling. 
When it was at length chipped off in 
various piaces, both the iron and wood 
of which the structure was composed 
were found perfectly intact.

The complaint alleges that 
about $2 worth of telephone checks 
and about 60 cents worth of salt was 
taken at the time of the _ robbery, 
July 31. Judge Morrison will hear the 
case today, and set a day for their 
examination. This makes twenty-two 
boys who have been arrested of late for 
thieving. 


KICKED BY A HORSE. 


ww. J. Conlin of Compton Applies for 
Medical Treatment. 

W. J. Conlin applied at the Police 
Station yesterday morning for medi- 
cal treatment, saying that he had been 
kicked by a horse last Monday morn- 
ing while working on a ranch about 
two miles from Compton. He thought 
the injury but slight until Wednesday 
night, when the pain became so in- 
tense that he could not sleep, so he 
came to this city for treatment. Conlin 
was sent to the Free Dispensary on 
Buena Vista street, where he was given 
the necessary attention. While no 
bones were found to have been broken, 
yet the blow was a hard one, and in- 
flammation appeared to have set in. 

Conlin says the injury was received 
while corralling the horses for the 
day’s work.

Gold arrivals from Alaska and the 
Klondike during the past week are re- 
ported at about $975,000, with something 
over $1C0,000 in drafts, making, in all, 
about $1,100,000 for the week and for 
the season to the present time about 
$8,600,000, 

A statement sent out from Dawson 
City July 17 says that within 
the two months prior to that date 


from the Yukon mines more than $2,- 
000,000."’ While the statement 
not say so, it is to be supposed that 
this amount represents what the Cana- 
dian government collected for royalty 
on gold taken out, for rental of ground 
and for location fees. As the rental 
fee is only $100 a year for every mile 
of ground leased and the miner’s cer- 
tificate fee only $5, except in the case 
of a company, when it is $50, it is evi- 
dent that by far the greater portion 
of the $2,500,000 collected by the go- 
ernment during the two months speci- 
fied, must have been for royalty on the 
gold taken out. This royalty is 10 per 
cent. of the value of the gold. Grant- 
ing that $500,000 will represent the 
amount collected for rentals and cer- 
tificate fees, -there’ remains $2,000,000 
for royalty, and as the royelty is 10 
per cent., it becomes evident that the 
Canadian government must have col- 
lected royalty on $20,000,000 of gold. 
If, then, the figures in the statement 
sent out from Dawson City are correct, 
the yield of gold in the Klondike dur- 
ing this season is much greater than 
has been supposed. 
CHANGES AT BARSTOW. 

In reference to the note made in this 
column last week of the possibility of 
changes in the management of the 
Barstow Reduction Works, The Times 
has since learned that Albert Smith 
has tendered his resignation as gen- 
eral manager, and that H. D. Derwin 
has been appointed general manager 
in his stead. Mr. Derwin was for- 
merly assistant at the works to Mr. 
Smith, and is said to be an experi- 
enced mining and milling man. The 
capacity of the Barstow mill is 150 tons 
a day, and it is said they could handle 
more ore at the mill than they are now 
getting. The Yellqgsv Aster Company 
of Randsburg utilize on their own ac- 
count thirty out of the fifty stamps at 
the mill, 

BECOMING BETTER KNOWN. 

That our Rand mines are becoming 
better known and inspiring greater con- 
fidence the better they become known 
is evidenced in the following taken from 
the Albuquerque (N. M.) Democrat: 
“Recent new strikes in the Randsburg 
district give promise that it will before 
very long realize the hopes of its most 
sanguine friends and become one of the 
great mining camps of the country. 
The most recent notable discovery was 
in the Little Butte shaft, the deepest 
in the camp. At a depth of 480 feet a 
large body of ore, carrying $15 in free 
milling gold and $90 in the sulphuretic 
mineral to the ton. The Wedge mine 
produced $30,000 and the Butte $45,000 
after their ore bodies were said to have 
been exhausted by ‘experts.’ All these 
things go to show that the principal 
lack at this camp was of confidence, 
and unless all signs fail the second 
Randsburg excitement will be much 
greater than that which attended its 
original discovery, and it will be based 
upon proven facts that will assure the 
district a brilliant future.” 

THE WAUGAMAN MINES. 

Speaking of the sale lately made by 
J. M. Waugaman of his mines on Green- 
born Mountain, Kern county, to G. A. 
Bobrick of Bos Angeles, the Bakersfield 
Echo says the deed has been placed on 
record, and then adds: “The instru- 
ment bears the date of May 14. The 
face of it shows a consideration of $5, 
but further down it shows $45 worth of 
Uncle Sam’s green war-revenue stamps, 
which means that the true considera- 
tion was 45,000. This is the largest 
lump of war revenue yet paid in the 
town. The mines composing the Wau- 
gaman group, shown in the deed, are 
the May Flower, Rose and Plymouth. 
All are considered valuable property. 
They have already turned out lots of 
wealth beside the snug sum they sold 
for.”’ 
THB UTICA TO CLOSE DOWN. 

The famous Utica mine at Angel's 
Camp is to be closed down about Sep- 
tember 1, next, and will remain closed 
pending repairs to the mills and other 
buildings and the. machinery. It 
is also the intention of the manage- 
ment to clean out the reservoirs, 
ditches and flumes and put the whole 


property in first-clasw condition. It 
is said that the owhers will spend 
about $50,000 in this work, but the 


greater portion,of the expense will be 
the entire reconstruction of the Union 
flume for a distance of about six 
miles. Over 2,000,000 feet of lumber 
will be used in this piece of work, and 
some 200 men will be employed. 
IN ARIZONA. 

Some new strikes have been lately re- 
ported from Arizona,.among them one 
in the Cafion del Oro, thirty miles north 
of Tucson. The cre is said to be so 
rich as to have caused quite a rush 
to the caflon on the facts becoming 
known, and a number of locations have 
been made,

American companies have made pur- 
chases of cold mines in the same dis- 
trict. Extensive reduction works will 
be erected immediately at Alvino. At 
present the States of Guerrero and 
Michoacan are attracting the attention 
of mining men. The Inguaran copper 
mines have been acquired by the Roth- 
schilds for $6,500,000. A railroad one 
hundred and fifty miles long will be 
constructed from the coast of Sihua- 
tanejo to the mines, and a reduction 
works of 2500 tons daily capacity estab- 
lished. There are now two railroads 
leading for the district, one to be built 
bv the Rothschilds, which will run from 
the coast to the mines, and another 
by the Mexico, Cuernavaca and Pacific, 
which already has about three hundred 
Kilometers constructed and will run 
from the City of Mexico to the Pacific.” 

NERVE IN MINING. 

In an article on the above.subject, 
the Western Mining World cites Capt. 
de Lamar as an instance of what a 
man may accomplish who is endowed 
with nerve and determination. It 
says that in the Mercur district, Utah, 
he spent $1,500,000 before he realized 
one dollar in return, but now he stands 
to pull out that amount every year 
for years’“to come. Speaking of him, 
the paper says: 

“His nerve and judgment enable him 
to realize 100 per cent. on his invest- 
ment, instead of the 7 per cent. which 
the money-loaning capitalists would be 
content to receive. Usually men of 
De Lamar’s wealth refuse to bother 
themselves with new ventures involv- 
ing worry and anxiety, and which may 
Swallow up a large portion of their 
wealth without yielding adequate re- 
turns, but Utah’s nervy investor 
plunged ahead, and wins success by 
the very audacity of his methods, His 


investments mean an expenditure of 


$1,000,000 a year among laboring men, 
and he thus conserves the public inter- 
est ofthe State in which he lives. 
Men of the De Lamar type are the 
heroes of progress, the benefactors of 
the mining industry, the life of the 
communities honored by their efforts.” 
MINERAL EXHIBITS AND EXPO- 
SITIONS. 

Speaking of the mineral exhibits to 
be seen at the Omaha exposition the 
Engineering and Mining Journal says 
that while not all of the States made 
appropriations to insure proper rep- 
resentation, official deficiencies were 
largely made good by private liber- 
ality, so that, as a mines and mining 
exhibit it makes a creditable showing. 
The same journal then says: ‘“Min- 
ing is so important an interest in most 
of those States (western,) that no com- 
plete showing of their progress and 
importance could be made without such 
exhibits. There may be different opin- 
ions about the real value of great ex- 
positions, but as long as they are 
held and continue to attract great 
numbers of people, there can be no 
question as to the advantage of proper 
representation to any special interest. 
It is well known that the mines and 
mine-owners of the West realize this, 
and have been willing to have their 
respective sections set forth their 
claims to attention.” 
LIABLE FOR OVER-CAPITALIZA- 

TION. 

The common custom has been in cap- 
italizing a company to put a fictitious 
value on the property. For instance, 
a property that might be worth $25,- 
000, would be capitalized for $500,000. 
This was not done with intention to 
deceive, but simply because it had 
become a sort of resognized custom 
to do sv. That such a custom is not 
likely to be practieed much longer 
seems now ‘pretty clear, if a court 
decision lately rendered in Montana 
becomes a precedent. The decision of 
the Montana court was to the effect 
that the owners of stock in an over- 
capitalized company were liable for 
the difference between the real value 
property and the capitalization 


INDIAN MINTS. 


They Will Be Opened to Free Coin- 
age Soon, e 
[ASSOCIATED TRESS DAY REPORT.] 


DENVER, Aug. 4.—A special to the 
Times from Washington says: 

“Information has been received here 
from London through private channels 
to the effect that the Indian mints are 
to be reopened to free coinage, and the 
asertion is made that this will occur 
at an unexpectedly early date. The 
report of the Indian commission is to 
be published before the first of Sep- 
tember, and this is expected to throw 
some light upon the details of the mat- 
ter. 

“The announcement that the import- 
ant step of reopening the mints will 
take place comes from a source which is 
usually*reliable. ‘Ihere is a strong ef- 
fort to have the ratio changed from 
16 to 1 to 22 to 1, and it is asserted that 
a willingness to assent to this change 
has been evinced by both the United 
States and France. The establishment 
of a ratio of 22 tol would have the 
effect of increasing the present price 
of silver, but it would on the other 
hand probably prevent = forever the 
restoration of the -ratio of 16 to 1. 

“There is some disposition to doubt 
the accuracy of the information, but 
this doubt appears to arise largely from 
the fact that it is unexpected.”

NOT AFRAID OF BIG THINGS. 


PROPHESY HONOR AND 
GLORY FOR THEIR COUNTRY. 


Patriotic Resolution Adopted by a 
Notable Gathering—Brief Talks 
With the Commissioners. 
Subjects for Laws. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—The Hawaiian 
commission, composed of Senator Cul- 
lom of Illinois, Senator Morgan of Ala- 
bama and Representative Hitt of Ili- 
nois, met here this morning and held 
informal talks with a number of busi- 
ness men. They were given a luncheon 
by the Hon. Alex. H. Revell, president 
of the Union League Club, where they 
met a number of prominent Chicago- 
ars. There were forty guests, among 
whom were. Comptroller Dawes, ex- 
of Texas, William 
Penn Nixon, H. H. Kohlsaat, Gen. 
John McNulta and Dr. William R. Har- 
per, 

After the coffee, the members of the 
commission and others made brief 
speeches. 

Senator Morgan said the annexation 
of Hawaii would result in the construc- 
tion of the Nicaragua Canal. |} Ap- 
pluse.] Cuba was free, Porto Rico be- 


longed to the United States, Hawaii 


Was annexed, and the canal was un- 
avoidable. Our flag has been raised in 
the Philippines, and no man in Amer- 
ica would permit it to be hauled down: 
[Applause.] Not only would the Nic- 
araguan Canal be constructed, Sut 
there would be a ship canal connecting 
Lake Michigan, the Mississippi and the 
Gulf of Mexico, and one between New 
York and Albermarle Sound. He was 
of the firm belief that in the next cen- 
tury the United States would be by 
common consent, the leader of the na- 
tions of the earth. 

Senator Cullom said the commission 
woudl look at the harbor at Hawaii 
and see what ought to be done to make 
it a great harbor. He said the Nica- 
ragua Canal would be built. 

Representative Hitt also spoke of the 
certainty of the Nicaragua Canal as 
one of the results of the war, as was 
a cable to Hawaii. 

The following resolution, offered by 
the Hon. George R. Peck, ws unani- 
mousiy adopted: 

“Resolved, that we rejoice in the as- 


- Sured prospect of an early and honor- 


able peace, and in the unparalleled tri- 
umphs of our brave soldiers and sailors 
in the existing war. We hereby express 
our harty admiration for and confi- 
Jence in the wise, patriotic and able 
administration of President McKinley. 
He has been equal to every need;.and 
has shown the entire world how worthy 
he is to lead a great people in a great 
cause.”’ 

The commission left this evening for 
San Francisco, whence they sail on the 
10th inst for Hawaii. Congressman Hitt 
Was accompanied by his wife, two 
sons and his congressional clerk, Henry 
L. Hayes, secretary of the commission; 
Senator Cullom by Mrs. Cullom, Mrs. 
William Barrett Ridgeley of Spring- 
field, his daughter and stenographer, 
J. Castle Ridgeway; Senator Morgan by 
his son, George W., and a private sec- 
retary. The remainder of the party are 
Db. A. Ray, disbursing officer of the 
cammission; Albert S. Berrys of New- 
port, Ky., sergeant-at-arms, and M. 
W. Blumberg, stenographer. 


ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


CHICAGO, Aug. 4.—The Hawaiian 
commissioners, who Will lay the foun- 
dation for a new government of the 
Sandwich Islands, will leave Chicago 
in a body tonight for San Francisco. 
The vital questions to be investigated 
und reported upon by the commission 
relate to the internal government of 
the natives, adjustment of standing 
laws to the new conditions, labor and 
immigration restrictions, tariff rules, 
taxation and all other matters that 
should be understood by the home gov- 
ernment in wisely ruling the new ter- 
ritory. The party will be joined at 
Omaha by Superintendent Pritchett of 
the United States Geodetic and Coast 
Survey, who will make coast surveys on 
the island. The steamer to Hawaii will 


i leave San Francisco in August. 


“It is probable that, as far as pos- 
sible, we will let the present laws gov- 
erning the Hawaiian Islands stand,” 
said Senator Cullom. ‘“‘New ones will 
be needed, and there may have to be 
numerous changes in the old ones. One 
subject that will need deep thought is 
that of contract labor. Included in this 
is the race and immigration question. 
There are French, Japanese, Chinese, 
Hungarians and natives in Hawaii in 
large numbers, and it will take much 
time and careful consideration to for- 
mulate wise and salutary remedies for 
the treatment of these people. The 
contract-labor questian is one of su- 
preme importance to Hawaii. Chinese 
and Japanese are brought there to work 
at contract wages that have proved a 
constant source of discontent to natives 
and’to others. 

“Other matters that would naturally 
come before the commission are those 
of taxation and tariff and navigation 
laws. It is not for me to say now 
whether laws ‘exactly similar to those 
governing this country will be applied 
to Hawaii. There will have to be a uni- 
form system of taxation.” 

“IT have been in the Sandwich Islands 
and am familiar with the country and 
its needs,” said Senator Morgan. | 
expect that we shall be there until Oc- 
tober studying the situation. Beside 
the population, we will investigate the 
trade relations and commerce of the 
islands, but F can give no idea of the 
form of government we shall recom- 
mend. The territorial organization has 
been much talked of. and it seems to 
be the general opinion that the people 
are not ready for Statehood.”’

A SOLDIER'S LETTER. 


ON THE BATTLE LINE AT BLOODY 
SANTIAGO. 


What a Man Who Wes in the Middle 
of it Has to Say About the Ad- 
vance of Our \Gallant Men—The 
Glorious Colored Troops. 


Following is a-letter from Alex IT. 
Wallace of the Rough Riders at San- 
tiago, addressed to his sister, Mrs. 8. F. 
Johnson, of Pasadena, visiting on Long 
island. The reference in description oi 
the battlefield are to places in the vi- 
sinity of Los Angeles and will be well 
understood by all residents of Southern 
California, and to them it aftords « 
vivid description: 

“BATTLEFIELD OF SAN JUAN, 
July 8 1898.—Dear Sister: I wish 1] 
could tell you in this letter much of 
what I know of war, but cannot. If in 
company with a number of frien’s 
who would frequently ask questions, 
with twenty-four hours’ time at com- 
mand, I might render a glimps> «of 
what happened during the first twenity- 
four hours’ of the battle of san Juan. ] 
am all right. Archie told me the third 
day after the battle that he had writ- 
ten that we both escaped injury. 

E. B. Champlain and myself were 
left on gthard of troop equipments, and 
the troop moved off on a scouting trip. 
Unexpectedly the enemy turned in a 
fusillade from two batteries on our 
camp ground. Champlain, lying about 
eight feet from me, was struck by an 
exploded shell, which cut «o!f his right 
arm, right leg and left foot. | was cust 
in the act of moving, seeking better 
shelter at about fifteen distant. 
part of the same shell struck me on 
the cartridge belt. It must have been 
a glancing blow; knocked me down 
with a shock. Another part tore a hol- 
through the rim of my hat about ¢ 
half inch from the center of my fore- 
head. They amputated Champlain's 
arm, leg and foot, but he died thirty- 
two hours late. There were tive men 
killed and a good many wounded—don’'t 
know how many-—-before the shelling 
stopped, but the enemy wer too late, 
our men had moved out sooner than 
they expected. Champlain was the only 
man in our regiment injured at this 
place. 

About an hour later, in the first ac- 
tual engagement, we lost our captain, 
O'Neil, with Troopers Boyle, Reynolds 
and Prosy, and a goodly number of 
wounded, and from that time on all 
that day and the next our boys kept 
dropping, one and two at a time, until 
we had lost seventy-one wounded and 
sixteen killed. We entered battle 
that morning with 482 strong. Our boys 
with reference to both battles, have 
covered themselves all over with glory. 

There is an admitted strife among 
other regiment of the center column 
of the army to be located near the 
Rough Riders, either on our left or 
right flank. But there is not a Rough 
Rider in the regiment who will not 
take off his hat to the Tenth Cavalry— 
a colored regiment—as fighters. They 
do not know fear. Excellent shots, 
gritty and ambitious in the extreme. 
More particulars I may be able to give 
you orally some time. 

This is the fifth day of truce. Our 
position or relative situation is most 
easily described by the simile of a 
horse’s foot, shod. The American 
army occupies the position of the shoe, 
and the enemy that of the frog in the 
center of the horse’s foot. The position 
of the Rough Riders, shared by the 
Tenth Cavalry on our left, and the 
First Cavalry on our right, is that of 
the toe cork in the shoe. 

Our nearest breastworks are within 
310 yards of the enemy’s lines. Our 
sentries on picket lines can hear them 
converse, and can also hear their dog 
and cock fights and general revelry. 
They appear to be wholly unconcerned, 
though with Sampson on their rear 
they are encircled within a line of 
death. Their flags of truce are the 
only evidence we have to the contrary. 
But that truce to the American soldier 
is detestable. The strain accompany- 
ing it is indescribable. 

Tomorow at noon the truce is off, 
and the ball will open. Our fortifica- 
tions are now excellent. The siege 
will open with heavy and light artil- 
lery, mortars, Gatling guns, rapid-fir- 
ing guns, etc. ‘ 

THE MORNING OF THE 9TH. 

What this day may bring forth we 
know not. All are on a strain of ex- 
pectancy. Every boy has been over 
his gun oiling and cleaning, our am- 
munition belts refilled, ready for a 
scrap. ‘Was in the trenches last night, 
from 10 o’clock until 4 this morning. 
Am not as fresh as I would like to be. 
We change shifts every six hours. Too 


hot to sleep in the daytime. An 
instance of wakefulness: Moning or 
July 1 (had to sleep on our arms, 


blankets rolled up,) we were awakened 
at 4 o’clock. My next sleep was from 
8 to 6 on morning of the 3d. Didn't 
take our boots or clothes off for five 
dave. 

Our sharpest and most thrilling con- 
flict was from the enemy’s night attack, 
9:30 to 11 p.m. of the 2d. The enemy’s 
loss must have been great, estimated 
from 500 to 1000: could see them haul- 
ing away their dead and wounded all 
the next day. Our loss was three 
killed, about sixteen wounded. Their 
firing was the hottest we have experi- 
enced. but they couldn't get our range. 
We poured our volleys down hill into 
their ranks. 

Our estimated loss, or our accounted 
loss. is 260 dead, 1180 wounded. Of this 
number probably 25 per cent. were from 
sharpshooters in the trees. 

Our battlefield cannot be more easily 
described to you than by reference to 
vour home surroundings. Starting from 
Highland Park and Garvanza, and 
driving the enemy before us across the 
Arroyo and the foothills east of the 
Arroyo, over all the little hills and 
valleys, routing them from their forti- 
fications and blockhouses on Stanton 
and Raymond hills, and driving into 
their barracks and forts at Oak Knoll, 
while our right and left wings gred- 
ually surrounded them via San Gabriel 
and Lamanda Park on the right, south 
Orange Grove avenue and Devil's Gate 
on the left, with Sampson in the har- 
bor ranging from Monk Hill to Color- 
ado street and Wilson avenue, and we 
have now got them sure. In allowing 
your mind to pass over thet strip of 
country, remember this is tropical and 
the most fertile scil I have ever seen. 
Vegetation rank. Grass, vines, shrub- 
bery, trees, etc., as vigorous in growth 
on top of the hills as in the valleys, 
and this interspersed every here and 
there with wire fences that had to be 
scaled. 

Must very soon report at troop quar- 
ters. 

The Spaniards are game and cow- 
ardly. Their fear of death is nothing: 
their tactics In war are cowardly. No 
nation on earth fighting on the offen- 
sive could have driven the Americen 
army from these strongholds. Their 
name as a nation will go down to pos- 
terity in infamy, as having repeatedly 
fired on our wounded being carried to 
the hospitals. One man was shot 
eight times on a litter, and three of 
his attemdants wounded. They fired 
repeatedly on the hospital, planted 
the Red Cross flag over their batteries, 
using explosive rifle bullets, etc., but 
this does not refer.to those who use 
the Mauser rifle. 

This is my last sheet of paper. Next 
to tobacco and matches, peper and en- 
velopes are the scarcest things in our

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


EMBEZZLEMENT ‘ASE AGAINST 
THOMPSON DISMISSED, 
Battery D No Longer Needed at the 
Fortificatious—Big Yield of Gol- 
den Cross Mines—Lemon-growers 
Angeles Girls itn a 


SAN DIEGO, 4.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The complaint against J. W. 
Thompson, ex-Treasurer of the county, 
charging him with embezzlement, has been 
Gsmissed by Judge Bryan. The action was 
taken on motion of the District Attorney, 
who stated that the alleged shortage had 
been made good before the issuance of the 
complaint, and that at all times when the 
money in the treasury had been counted 
there was no shortage. For this reason it 
would be impossible to secure conviction. 

Mr. Thompson deposited $12,000 in the 
American Exchange Bank, which was con- 
trary to law, the county funds being or- 
dered kept in the treasury vaults. When 
his action was learned his bondsmen ob- 
jected, and demanded that he withdraw it 
from the bank. Thompson tried to do so, 
but the bank could not dig up the cash on 
the spot and asked for time. The bonds- 
men then became alarmed, and appointed 
one of their number to act as trustee and 
get the money from the bank. He suc- 
ceeded in getting $20Min cash and the bal- 
anes in securities, which were turned into 
cash. 

The Board of Supervisors, hearing of this 
transaction, and some of the bondsmen de- 
Siring to withdraw from Thompson’s bond, 
ordered an investigation. An expert dis- 
covered a shortage of $1585 in the books, 
which was speedily made good by the bonds- 
men. The bond itself was then examined, 
and the Superior Court judges discovered 
that $50,000 of the $200,000 surety was in- 
validated, either by the death or removel or 
insolvency of the bondsmen. Mr. Thomp- 
son was therefore directed to secure $50,- 

more, which he found it impossible to 
do, owing to the publicity caused by the 
investigation. He therefore tendered his res- 
ignation, and his arrest for embezzlement 
followed. 

Mr.. Thompson announces his determina- 
tion to remove from San Diego. “I am a 
ruined man here,’’ he said, ‘though I am 
guilty of no crime. Circumstances are 
agaifist me. I shall try to start again.’’ 

PEACE HOVERS NEAR. 

(“Orders have been received from Washing- 
ton to remove Battery D from the Ballast 
Point fortifications at the mouth of the 
harbor back to the barracks in San Diego. 
Evidently the government does not fear any 
bombardment of Pacific Coast cities in the 
near future. Capt Humphreys, command- 
ing Battery D, began the work of removal 
several days ago, and today seventy men, 
comprising all but twenty of the battery, 
came across the bay and are in their old 
lodgings. Fifteen artillerymen, expert in the 
use and care of armament, have been left 
at Ballast Point to look after the big guns 
and equipment.
